ress. 


State’s Attorney Carl Sneed of 
Williamson county filed the mur- 
der charge against Milani. Ear- 
lier, the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation charged him with 
assault: with intent to kill on a 
federal reservation. 


Taken From Automobile. 

The girl was taken from the 
automobile of her fiance, John 
Bryant, 20, when they were 
parked early Aug. 25 near Crab 
Orchard Lake. The lake is in the 
Government-owned Crab Orchard 
Wildlife Refuge. 


Bryant was shot and wounded 
by Miss Roberts’s abductor. Her 
body later was found in a well. 
She had been shot through the 
head. From his hospital bed, 
Bryant identified Milani, first by 
voice and then by sight. 

“Because of the definite sen- 
tence law which went into effect 
in 1941, a warden’s hands are 
tied when a prisoner who should 
not be freed has completed his 
time,”’ Warden Randolph said.

FIRST DAY OF LONG 
HOLIDAY WEEKEND 


CHICAGO, Sept. 3 (AP)—The 
nation’s Labor day weekend took 
a rising toll of lives today. 

With the long weekend not yet 
a day old, 137 persons had lost 
their lives in traffic accidents. 
There were six boating deaths, 
16 drownings and 16 mis- 
cellaneous accident fatalities, 
bringing the total to 175.

KHRUSHCHEV RENEWS CALL 
FOR SUMMIT TALK AT U. N. 


Again Proposes Disarmament Discussion 
in Assembly—Reported Predicting 
60-Ton Space ‘Train.’ 


HELSINKI, Sept. 3 (UPI— 
Nikita S. Khrushchev cast a, 
shadow over a happy birthday 
party for the President of Fin- 
land tonight with an impromptu 


speech attacking the West and 
warning that the international 


situation “has worsened in past | 


months.” 

Khrushchev, who invited him- 
self to Helsinki for what he said 
was a desire to help President 
Urho Kekkonen celebrate his 
sixtieth birthday, raised again 


He tore to bits the OAS dec- 
laration of San Jose, which con- 
demned his welcoming of Com- 
munist intervention in the West- 
ern Hemisphere, and scattered 
the bits before a mass meeting 
of 300,000 in Civic plaza. 

Peiping Victory. 

The fruits of his performance 
were a political victory for the 
Red Chinese, but promised to 
bring an eruption of bitterness 
in his relations with Latin Amer- 
icans. 


“He appeared to go out of his 
way to insult other Latin Ameri- 
can countries,” said one South 
American diplomat. ‘“‘He should 
remember that we too can get 
mad.” 


One diplomat who refused to 
be quoted said he believed an- 
| other OAS conference would take 
| “an even harder stand against 
Communist infiltration in this 
hemisphere and probably would 


to halt the communization of 
Cuba.” 

The San Jose declaration, 
signed by 19 Latin American na- 
tions, was a result of Castro's 
acceptance of Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev’s promise of rocket 
support if the United States 
should attack Cuba. The decla- 
ration condemned such extra- 
continental intervention, but did 
not name Cuba. 

Latin American diplomats also 
were generaly bitter about what 
they called personal insults by 
Cuban Foreigr Minister Raul 
Roa at the San Jose conference 
and in a television report he 
gave later on the meeting. 

Protest Notes. 

Strong protests by Argentina 
and Brazil were delivered to the 
Foreign Offite today. Chile also 
was expected to protest. Roa 
had called Argentine President 
Arturo Frondizi a “vicious ex- 
crescence” (abnormal growth), 
and personally attacked Brazil- 
ian Foreign Minister Horatio 
Lafer and Chilean representa- 
tives. 

One Western diplomat, after 
talking with other Latin Ameri- 
cans here, said “if their attitude 
reflects that of their govern- 
ments Castro is in for some 
trouble.”’ 

American officials said it was 
not likely a United States pro- 
test would be filed as a result 
of Castro’s attacks and anti- 
American displays at last night’s 
meeting. One placard depicted 
President Eisenhower as a mon- 
ey-mad monkey on a stick. 

Some experienced observers 
were asking what eifect Castro’s 
split with his neighbors would 
have on his relations with the 
Kremlin.

ANCHORAGE, Alaska, Sept. 3 
(AP)—Senator John F. Kennedy 
(Dem.) Massachusetts, took a 
stand today against any summit 
conference of western leaders 
with Soviet Premiere Nikita 
Khrushchev at the United Na- 
tions meeting this month. 

Kennedy arrived at Interna- 
tional Airport here at 3:58 p.m. 
(8:58) St. Louis time. 

The Democratic presidential 
candidate, carried his campaign 
into Alaska with an attack on 
President Eisenhower and the 
Republicans for ‘‘standing still’’ 
at a time when he said world 
and domestic conditions demand 
action. 

“This nation—in terms of its 
history, its geography and its 
vitality — can never afford to 
stand still,” he said. ‘For it we 
continue to stand still the Rus- 
sians are going to run over us. 

“Mr. Khrushchev is going to 
‘bury’ us. He seeks not only the 
power to destroy us. He also 
seeks, by economic and political 
means, to isolate us—to outpro- 
duce us—to outlast us.” 

Pausing 214 hours in San Fran- 
cisco in mid-day, Kennedy said 
at an airport conference that if 
he had the decision as President 
he would attend the forthcoming 
U.N. Assembly meeting. 


Against U.N. Summit. 

He said he would not time his 
appearance to coincide with 
Khrushchev’s visit. 

“I wouldn’t attempt to make 
any summit out of the United 
Nations meeting,” he said. 

There are indications that Mr. 
Eisenhower may join with other 
western leaders in _ isolating 
Khrushchev when he appears be- 
fore the U.N, The Soviet Pre- 
mier has said he thought it 
would be good if heads of state 
could assemble on the occasion. 

Kennedy said it is his feeling 
that the President ought to use 
every means of strengthening the 
U.N. He said he thinks the in- 
ternational organization is on the 
road to becoming a _ stronger 
force for peace than it has been. 

But he said that if Mr. Eisen- 
hower decides not to speak be- 
fore the Assembly he will not 
criticize that decision.

Adoula is a 
member of the Puna party, 
whose president, Jean Bolikan- 
go, is under arrest. 

United Nations officials re- 
ported casualties in the Kasai 
province fighting had reached 
1000, with nearly 300 dead. The 
brunt of this fighting was car- 
ried by anti-Lumumba guerrillas 
who were said to have upset 
The Congo’s timetable for inva- 
sion of rebellious Katanga. 

The Katanga army spokesman 
said Kalonji’s invading force was 
armed with automatic weapons 
and rifles. 

The force was part of a volun- 
teer battalion Kalongi recruited 
in Katanga from tribesmen hos- 
tile to Lumumba. After a few 
days of military training, they 
left this capital of Katanga 
province Thursday by train for 
the border.

Democratic Candidate Had Hoped to Demonstrate 
Liberal Leadership — Southern Democrats and 
G.O.P. Joined to Thwart Legislative Program— 
Vice President Nixon Emerged With Advantage.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3. 


AIDED BY SOUTHERN CONSERVATIVES, disciplined Republicans 
outpointed the divided Democrats in the short session of Congress that 
was prearranged to show the November voters how the Kennedy-Johnson 
presidential ticket would exercise liberal leadership if elected. 


The winner, temporarily at least, is Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon, now in Walter 
Reed Hospital with an infected knee. He 
will not be able to resume actively his 
presidential campaign for a week or more. 
The Republican vice-presidential nominee, 
Henry Cabot Lodge, will take over some 
of his speaking engagements. 


The aggressive efforts of Senator John 
F. Kennedy and Senate Majority Leader 
Lyndon B. Johnson were effectively 
blocked by the defensive maneuvers of 
the Republicans and the Southern Demo- 


jorities in both congressional chambers. 


With the Eighty-sixth Congress adjourned, 
Kennedy and Johnson will try to turn their 
congressional defeats into campaign advan- 
tages. They have already begun their 
major argument—that the short session 
proved that forward-looking domestic legis- 
lation can be enacted only when a Demo- 
crat is President. The corollary of their 
thesis is that the short session impasse will 
be continued if Nixon, as President, is con- 
fronted by Democratic congressional ma- 
jorities. 


IN THEIR CAMPAIGN speeches and 
literature, the Democratic candidates, presi- 
dential and congressional, will emphasize 
the roll calls that blocked or radically com- 
promised their social welfare and labor 
proposals. This could be quite effective 
in the northern industria] states and in 
many states with high proportions of older 
voters.

Truman called the Republican Ejightieth 
Congress back into session with a challenge 
to start enacting some of the legislation 
promised in the 1948 Republican platform. 
He submitted his own 10-point program, 


comparable to President Eisenhower's 21- 
point message this year. In 11 working 
days the Republican Congress approved a 
65 million dollar loan to the United Nations, 
passed two of Truman’s proposals to curb 
inflation and adopted a stop-gap housing bill. 
Truman campaigned by calling the Eight- 
ieth a “‘do nothing” Congress. He won over 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of New York in 
the November election although he lost four 
states to the Dixiecrat ticket headed by 
Strom Thurmond, now a Senator from South 
Carolina. They were Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Alabama and South Carolina, states which 
are threatening to select unpledged Demo- 
cratic presidential electors this year. 


Dirksen and Halleck have called the 
heavily Democratic Eighty-sixth a “do lit- 
tle Congress,” a description likely to be 
heard throughout the campaign, with 
special denunciation of the short session.

For Presidency--Facing 


Major Political Problems 


Test for Candidate and His Organization — He 
Must Fire Up Some Enthusiasm — Victories in 
Primaries Different From a National Contest — 
Democratic Party Lacks a Unifying Factor.

sense of relief after the fiasco of the short session 


of Congress, Senator John F. Kennedy is out on the campaign trail. Paus- 
ing only for brief stopovers between trips, the Democratic presidential 
candidate will be on the road continuously between now and Nov. 8. 


If he had ever thought that the superior 
weight of Democratic organization in most 
states would make his task easy, he has 
long since been disabused. Throughout his 
career Kennedy has shown a capacity for 
realistic appraisal of a given situation. 
Having taken a long hard look at the con- 
test in which he is engaged, he talks 
frankly about what a close thing it is 
likely to be. 


ON THE PRESENT TOUR he is sampling 
every kind of audience from the labor ral- 
lies in Michigan to the hardshell Baptists 
in Texas, with whistlestopping by train 
in California in between. In every sense of 
the word this will be a test for Kennedy 
and for the organization, both personal and 
party, on which he must rely during the 
next two months. 


Above all he must fire up some enthu- 
siasm. Reports from around the country 
indicate that most voters are in a state 
of raging apathy. Kennedy has still to 
establish an identity that will get doubt- 
ful and indifferent Democrats off their 
backsides and into action. 


What is now obvious—the candidate him- 
self was aware of it from the first—is that 
his victeries in the primaries have little 
relevance to the nationwide contest. Then 
he had his own organization subject solely 
to his direction. He was a novelty, a young 
attractive newcomer who came across su- 
perbly on television. The voter in the 
primary did not necessarily consider that 
he was casting a vote for the next Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

In the national contest Kennedy must 
work with the Democratic organization as 
he finds it. And in state after state that 
means factions and jealous rivalries that 
would do credit to a collection of opera 
stars. During the eight years the Demo- 
crats have been out of power yeasty forces 
have struggled for control in the big city 
states with status and pride of place an 
important element. 


Recently rival Californians were in Wash- 
ington to discuss organization of the cam- 
paign in that state. As the sparks flew 
an aide whispered to Kennedy that now 
was the moment to knock their heads to- 
gether and enforce harmony.

| Stock Options--A Tax Bonus for Some Executives--Under Fire

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3. 


STOCK OPTIONS for corporation execu- 
tives, described by milder critics as a tax 
loophole and by more vigorous opponents 
as a racket, now are under fire by a legal 
arm of the Government. 

The division of corporate regulation of 
the Securities and Exchange Commission 
has come up with a little-publicized ap- 
praisal of the stock option practice as an 
offense against the best interests of the 
ordinary shareholder and the public. This 
despite claims that the options, a prized 
“fringe benefit’ for corporation officers, 
are an “incentive” for the bosses to do a 
better job. 


Involved in the current official wrangle 
over stock options is an application to the 
SEC by Middle South Utilities, Inc., of 
Dixon-Yates contract fame, te set up such 
a system in its holding company empire. 


The SEC attorneys care not that the in- 
ternal revenue laws recognize such schemes 
as legitimate or that they are in vogue in 
many big corporations in the country. 

On the narrow issue of law, the SEC 
attorneys attack the Middle South, Inc., 
proposal as violating the Public Utility 
Holding Company Act, which specifies that 
securities shall be issued only to raise 
money for operational purposes, 

It is on the broader question of the de- 
sirability of stock plans, wherever 
instituted, as they affect common interest, 
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that the SEC attorneys make their greatest 
impact. 

The SEC attorneys are inclined to dis- 
count corporation claims that it is neces- 
sary to have stock option plans to keep 
and attract the best management person- 
nel and induce them to greater effort in 

r posts. The SEC lawyérs take a not- 

view that any corporation 

get and keep any officer it wants 

simply by paying the price in terms of 

salary. It is at this point that the SEC 

lawyers and the practitioners of the stock 
option plans part company. 

The reason for stock option plans being 
a favorite among their beneficiaries is im- 
mediately clear. They amount to tax- 
favored salary increases which in many 
cases can run into millions of dollars for 
a single executive over a few years. 

In operation, a typical stock option plan 
works this way: 


A corporation has an executive paid 
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How does the corporation go 
ting the favored executive in on a stock 
option profit? 

This way: 

It grants him the right, for example, to 
buy at any time during the next 10 years 
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Law School, describes the stock option as 
a “heads I win, tails you lose” device 
which has no place in a properly planned 
tax system. 


Senator Paul H. Douglas (Dem.), Illinois, 
chairman of the Joint Economic Committee 
of Congress, in the group’s annual report 
in January, singled out stock options as a 
tax loophole for the wealthy which Congress 
should close. 

In their attack on the stock option device, 
the SEC attorneys take the position that 
corporation executives, just as other em- 
ployes, ought to ‘“‘do their best’’ without 
such special inducements. 

“To argue that the incentive of stock 
options is necessary before a ‘key employe’ 
will exert the effort the shareholders who 
pay his salary rightfully expect is a slur on 
the employe,” the SEC attorneys contend. 

Actually, the Government lawyers state, 
there is an absence of evidence that the 
companies engaged in the stock option 
practice fare better financially than those 
corporations which spurn them. They take 
specifically the case of the Middle South 
holding company which is seeking permis- 
sion for an option setup and compare its 
performance with that of utility companies 
which have such plans and with the opera- 
tions of the utility industry as a whole. 

What the SEC attorneys claim they find 
is that over periods of several years, earn- 
ings by utility firms operating with option 
plans increased less than the average of 
50 companies in Standard and Poor’s list 
of utilities, and that the increase for the 
firms with options was less than Middle 
South’s own earnings rise. 

With respect to the frequently-asserted 
contention that stock options are a prime 
mover upwards of market prices of com- 
mon stocks, the SEC attorneys say that 
“the increase in the market prices of com- 
mon stocks over, say, the past decade is 
attributable in a large measure to general 
market, economic and monetary conditions 
rather than to any effort of management.”

stockholders lose when corporations sell 
their shares to executives at prices substan- 
tially below the market price because such 
sales ‘‘dilute’’ the worth of the stockhold- 
ers’ shares “‘in terms of investment values 
and net earnings per share.” 

The Government attorneys also argue that 
where shareholders have a pre-emptive 
right to buy any shares issued by their 
companies, this right is lost to the extent 
that the company issues stock to favored 
executives at special discounts. 

Opponents of stock option plans, includ- 
ing Senator Douglas and Dean Griswold, 
find that such schemes are inherently dis- 
criminatory in that they can be limited 
to one or a few employes, and generally 
are, and can be granted in large amounts 
without any of the safeguards against dis- 
crimination such as those provided in pen- 
sion plans. 

Says Dean Griswold: 

“I think it can be fairly said that they 
(options) are somewhat insidious in their 
operation and effect, for they operate mys- 
teriously and quite haphazardly. Although 
they usually are authorized by stockholder 
action, very little is known about the extent 
to which they are exercised or the extent 
of benefits which have actually been ob- 
tained, or are potentially available to the 
favored recipients.” . 

The Harvard educator scoffs at the law 
treating benefits under options as ‘‘capital 
gain.” 

“If it (the option) has any justification 
at all, it is as compensation and compensa- 
tion cannot fairly be taxed to some persons 
at the special capital gain rate when it is 
ordinary income to other people,” he says.

Appraising the campaign ahead, he sees 
only too clearly what is the missing ingre- 
dient—the unifying factor.

With the philosophic view 
of the veteran trouper, when he hears com- 
plaints about the way the campaign is being 
conducted he promises to do what he can, 
knowing that in fact once an organization 
has been set in motion there is little that 
can be done about it. He has complete con- 
fidence in his two brothers, Bobby and 
Ted, on the basis of their past perform- 
ance, and complaints about their high- 
handedness he turns aside good-naturedly. 


On issues he is intensely serious and 
very well informed. He realizes that a 
contest with Vice President Nixon over 
who can be rougher on Premier Khrush- 
chev would harden attitudes so that nego- 
tiation with the Soviets at any level would 
become impossible. The religious issue 
he intends to hit hard in Texas where it 
is most openly exploited. 


On the eve of the campaign, one thing can 
be said with certainty: If Kennedy loses 
it will not be for lack of the most careful, 
serious and thoughtful preparation not for 
the campaign alone but for the presidency 
beyond. 

While Vice President Nixon is in Walter 
Reed Hospital recovering from a knee in- 
fection, Kennedy will not attack him and 
in all probability will not mention his name. 
But he feels that he must keep up a barrage 
against the Republican Administration. 
The Nixon strategy is plainly to create an 
aura of invulnerability around the Eisen- 
hower foreign and defense policy, suggest- 
ing that it is unpatriotic to criticize because 
= contributes to pulling America 


What concerns Kennedy is that Nixon 
will try to have it both ways in the cam- 
paign. Thus while he takes a strong line 
on civil rights, the chairman of the Re- 
publican Senatorial Campaign Committee, 
Senator Barry Goldwater, is touring the 
South declaring that the Federal Govern- 
ment has no right to intervene to further 
integration. Goldwater is the darling of 
the conservatives, especially in the South, 
and they are reported to be happy to 
accept his assurances. 


On the question of religion, Nixon has in 
several recent appearances declared that 
he would not in any way speak of it as an 
issue in the campaign. But the fact that 
it is brought up serves as a reminder of 
Kennedy’s Catholicism and the seemingly 
widespread prejudice on that score. 


The Democratic candidate had thought 
that by dealing with it in his acceptance 
speech he would once and for all eliminate 
it as a campaign topic. In the weeks that 
have intervened since that speech in Los 
Angeles, he has been deeply disturbed by 
reports of more and more open attacks on 
Catholicism and the allegedly secular power 
exercised by the Roman Catholic Church. 
Many of the tracts being widely circulated 
have come to Kennedy campaign head- 
quarters. 


On the question of the bobtail session of 
Congress that has come to an end, candi- 
date Kennedy intends to carry the offen- 
sive to the enemy camp. The Republican 
argument is that the failure to pass the 
kind of legislation called for in the Demo- 
cratic platform how divided the 
Democrats are as between North and South, 
conservative and liberal. The line Kennedy 
will take is that, in passing legislation, the 
role of the President is all important.

Red China ‘as a Fact 
Many Americans were disappoint- 
ed by the failure of either major 
political party to announce in its 
platform in favor of seeking a real- 
istic solution to the problem of 
Red China. The Democrats take a 
more flexible position of the two, 
but their statement leaves much 
. to be desired. 


There are good and sufficient 
reasons for seeking a detente with 
Red China, for going beyond the 
modus vivendi of the Warsaw talks. 
The existence of Red China is a 
fact of life. It is here to stay. 
Does anyone really believe that 
Chaing Kai-shek or his heirs will 
ever return to the mainland (except 
as a weak and expensive ally of the 
Western powers in a totally calami- 
tous war)? 


And if Red China is a fact of life, 
then it must participate and be in- 
cluded in any general disarmament 
agreement. Sooner or later it will 
be an atomic power. Unless it is 
constrained by a disarmament 
pledge, who can say that the first 

: bomb it develops won’t be dropped 
on Formosa? 


There are signs of growing ideo- 
logical disagreement between Red 
China and the U.S.S.R. Perhaps 
this opening could be widened. Per- 
haps a new Secretary of State 
would be able skillfully to exploit 
this disagreement—but nothing can 
be done in the present, non-recogni- 
tion circumstances, 


Wouldn’t it be sensible to recog- 
nize Red China, admit it to the 
U.N. and give it Nationalist China’s 
seat on the Security Council? For- 
mosa (i. e., Nationalist China) 
could then be set up as a separate 
state, whose integrity the U.N. 
would guarantee, and admitted to 
the General Assembly. This would 
facilitate resolution of the problem 
of the offshore islands. 


Admittedly no solution is going 
to satisfy everyone—and whether 
anything will pacify Chairman Mao 
remains to be seen. But aren't we 
better off making the effort, taking 
the initiative, than standing pat and 
waiting for the roof to fall in?

Unwelcome Visitor 


Premier Khrushchev’s plan to attend the 
fall meeting of the United Nations General 
Assembly is an affront to the U.N. and to the 
United States. It amounts to notice that the 
Soviet Premier intends to reduce the U.N. to 
a sounding board for Russian propaganda, 
which is no service to the prestige of the 
world assembly. It is insulting to the United 
States, coming so soon after Khrushchev 
wrecked the summit conference and canceled 
President Eisenhower's proposed visit to 
Moscow. 

The timing makes the projected visit doubly 
unfortunate. Even if Khrushchev were a man 
of restraint, he would be injecting himself 
into the political campaign out of which is to 
come Mr. Eisenhower's successor. Such med- 
dling is bound to be resented and both Presi- 
dential candidates may well be embarrassed 
by what the brash Premier does and says in 
New York. Mr. Eisenhower also may be put 
in an uncomfortable position—criticized if he 
attends the meeting for following a lead set 
by his detractor, and accused of sulking if 
he does not.

Khrushchev’s specific reasons for heading 
his country’s delegation to the U.N. meeting 
are not clear. Administration officials are 
said to be speculating that Khrushchev may 
want to boast of some spectacular Soviet 
achievement, like putting a man in space, but 
we think this less likely than the possibility 
that he wants to publicize some new policy 
twist, perhaps in the field of disarmament 
or the cessation of nuclear testing. Both 
these matters will be before the Assembly. 


There are other suggestions as to Khrush- 
chev’s motives. One is that he is planning a 
maneuver in his ideological battle with the 
Chinese Communists, who do not hold a U.N. 
membership. In any case it seems fairly 
clear that in a general way Khrushchev 
wants to strike hard while Africa is in fer- 
ment, Cuba is disrupting the tranquility of 
the Americas and the United States is con- 
centrating on an important national election. 
From his viewpoint, this may be effective 
business. 

~ * x 

Much as we suspect his motives and de- 
plore his visit, we must admit to a grudging 
respect for the man’s raw courage, initiative 
and imagination. Americans and European 
political sophisticates may see through his 
schemes, but what effect will they have on 
the inexperienced in Africa, for whose alle- 
giance he is bidding? The idea of bringing 
all of Eastern Europe’s top Communists with 
him for a giant new power play is breath-tak- 
ing in its scope. 

So, once again, the West stands nervous 
and alarmed, waiting for Khrushchev to move. 
Will the day never come when it is Western 
initiatives rather than Soviet ones which the 
world responds to? Must the defensive ma- 
neuver always be our lot? 

Khrushchev’s visit is not likely to wreck 
the U.N., but it indicates that he holds the 
organization in contempt. Perhaps this would 
be a good time to remind him forcibly that if 
he means his talk about peace, the best way 
to show it is-by upholding and strengthening 
the U.N. instead of working against it as in 
the Congo. The U.N. is much more than a 
sounding board for national propaganda or 
a tool of national interest, and Khrushchev’s 
visit will be judged in large part by whether 
he shows any realization of this. 


Two First-Rate Appointments 


Mayor Tucker has greatly strengthened the 
St. Louis School Board by his appointment of 
Mrs. Gilbert Harris and James S. McClellan 
to fill the two existing vacancies. The new 
members have outstanding records of com- 
munity service, Mrs. Harris through tireless 
activity in the League of Women Voters and 
Mr. McClellan in civic affairs and most re- 
cently as a Metropolitan Freeholder. 

Mrs. Harris replaces James F. Morrell, who 
resigned to take the $15,000-a-year Building 
Commissioner’s post handed to him by his 
cronies on the Board. Mr. McClellan takes 
the place of Michael J. Hart, who quit to satis- 
fy a grand jury's demand that he do so. The 
jury. also urged Mrs. Irma H. Friede and 
Charles J. Dyer to resign for the good of the 
system. They certainly should. 

If they would, the Mayor then would have 
an opportunity to make two more first- 
rate appointments and the Board might pass 
from control of the spoilsmen to citizens 
interested in the welfare of the children. As 
things stand now, the spoilsmen retain con- 
trol, seven to five, but the gap is narrowing. 


The Man After Adenauer? 


West Germany next year will have its most 
exciting national campaign since 1949, the last 
time the Socialist candidate, Kurt Schumach- 
er, had anything like a chance to beat Dr. 
Adenauer. Having selected 46-year-old Willy 
Brandt, the glamor-boy mayor of West Ber- 
lin, as their candidate against the 84-year-old 
Chancellor, the Socialists believe their pros- 
pects will be even brighter than they were a 
dozen years earlier—and they are not count- 
ing on age alone to slow down their indefatig- 
able opponent. 

Popular and personable—and with a pretty 
wife to add to his appeal—Brandt is one of 
the “new” Socialists taking over from the 
party's rather colorless leaders. The new 
men have been good vote-getters in regional 
and local contests. They junked the party’s 
traditional if increasingly shallow devotion to 
Marxism. They have renounced the nationali- 
zation of industry, and accepted free enter- 
prise with governmental controls only where 
necessary. Under the impact of Russian 
threats, the Socialists have abandoned their 
neutralist foreign policy. In short, after three 
crushing defeats their party has been brought 
into line with postwar German aspirations. 

Adenauer’s success has been due to an 
ability akin to that of Franklin D. Roosevelt 
to bring widely divergent groups—Protestants 
and Catholics, industrialists and workers, city 
people and farmers—to his support. Brandt 
has the same talent. That he can win the ab- 
solute majority which Adenauer’s Christian 
Democrats gained in 1957 seems improbable; 
but with 10 to 15 per cent of the vote going 
to minor parties, he may win. 

To get into the campaign, he will have to 
leave the city in which he showed his courage 
under Soviet pressure. Berlin still is officially 
occupied territory, not an integral part of the 
German republic. Yet Berlin’s loss could be 
Germany’s gain. : 

Adenauer won respect and confidence in 
Washington,.London and Paris by his stead- 


fast pro-Western policy and by his patient 


zeal for the integration of Europe. Yet Brandt 


is not likely to be viewed with misgivings. 
More than some of Adenauer’s possible suc- 
cessors, he seems likely to carry forward the 
Chancellor’s fundamental policies. But he 
has not yet won the chance to do soy The 
“Old Gentleman” of Bonn may keep thatters 
in his own hands for a while longer. 


More Glory Than Greed 

A 25-year-old who reads today of the notions 
abroad in the land five years before he was 
born is bound to cast a questioning glance at 
those of us who in those days were beguiled 
by one sure-shot social and economic nostrum 
after another. 

Not the least of these was the $200-a-month 
pension scheme recalled by the death cf its 
promoter, Dr. Francis E. Townsend. Five 
million people, it is said, joined some 10,000 
Townsend Clubs to urge Congress to vote $200 
a month to every citizen over 60. This would 
turn the United States into a veritable land 
of milk and honey, it was maintained, since the 
$200 would have to be spent before another 
check arrived on the first of the month. It’s 
not too surprising to learn that there still are 
400 Townsend Clubs in existence. 

At the same time, Huey Long was booming 
out, first im Louisiana and then throughout 
the country. He was not as specific as Dr. 
Townsend, yet he outdid him. He offered 
nothing less than to make “every man a king.” 
Disdaining anything so poetic, Howard Scott 
organized the Technocrats to establish an en- 
gineered Utopia. For him dollars were not 
scientific enough; instead, we were to have 
ergs. Nobody has ever had one, but thousands 
were willing to accept all the ergs they might 
get. Others went along with Upton Sinclair 
who was offering to cut up the pie in the sky 
every Thursday. For those who did not like 
these particular propositions, there were plen- 
ty of other schemes for turning this Vale of 
Tears into the Earthly Paradise. 

Crazy? Well, not quite as crazy as it might 
seem to somebody born five years after this 
high tide of innovation. By that time Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt and his Brain Trust had con- 
siderably reduced the market for nostrums 
by the burst of reform and renovation which 
gave us the Social Security system, bank de- 
posit insurance, collective bargaining, rural 
electricity and so much more that nowadays 
is taken for granted. The Townsend clubs 
and all the other “plans” for temporal salva- 
tion fed on the deep distress that was alevi- 
ated by the New Deal. 

Wild as the schemes may have been, they 
evoked a degree of sympathy bcause they 
were, after all, the fruits of compassion. They 
were a facet of the hard lesson of the Depres- 
sion which changed the nation. 


Pettiness on Confirming Bicks 


The Senate’s adjournment without commit- 
tee action on the nomination of Robert A. 
Bicks strikes us as a rather lamentable dis- 
play of smallness. Mr. Bicks has been run- 
ning the Justice Department’s Anti-trust divi- 
sion since Victor R. Hanson resigned 16 
months ago. Four months ago President 
Eisenhower decided to give this outstanding 
public servant the title along with the job. 
Senator Eastland of Mississippi, who has fall- 
en somewhat short of being the happiest pos- 
sible choice for chairman of the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee, held three hearings on the 
nomination and bottled it up. 

The nominee’s confirmation has been vrged 
by a number of state attorneys general; by 
the incoming president of the American Bar 
Association, Whitney North Seymour, who has 
been Mr. Bicks’ opposing counsel; and by 
Democratic Senators Kefauver of Tennessee 
and Morse of Oregon, Republican Senators 
Keating of New York and Kuchel of Califor- 
nia, and the Senate Minority Leader, Senator 
Dirksen of Illinois. 

When so many from both sides of the aisle 
were eager to be big about it, why was the 
Judiciary subcommittee determined to be 
small? Senator Eastland’s explanation of 
that mystery could be interesting indeed. 


Progress at the Bottoms 

Acquisition of options on some 450 addi- 
tional acres of privately-owned land at Co- 
lumbia Bottoms is an important advance toward 
the Chamber of Commerce’s goal of. creating 
a giant industrial park at the site. The Cham- 
ber’s Industrial Park Corp. already holds an 
option on 4400 acres of city property there. 

Since the largest single item of develop- 
ment costs—about a third the total—involves 
construction of a levee with provisions for in- 
terior drainage, the greater the acreage devel- 
oped the less the per acre cost of flood pro- 
tection. Chamber officials anticipate that the 
net acreage available for plant sites now will 
rise from 2700 to 3000. The ground will be 
sold to industries at the actual cost of devel- 
oping it; the Industrial Park agency is not 
intended to make any profit. 

The real profit if the park can be devel- 
oped fully will be to the economy of the 
whole St. Louis metropolitan area, which 
might benefit to the extent of 50,000 new 
jobs. An industrial complex of that size also 
would greatly increase St. Louis county’s tax 
base—perhaps by as much as 25 per cent— 
which in turn would substantially improve 
the county’s ability to support first-rate pub- 
lic schools and other governmental services. 

The St. Louis metropolitan area has not 
been experiencing economic growth at as 
rapid a rate as have most of its principal 
competitors. The Industrial Park project is 
an effort to change the pattern, to speed our 
~rate of growth, to prove that St. Louis will not 
take a back seat. Everybody on both sides 
of the river and both sides of the city-county 
line has a tremendous stake in the project’s 
success. 


A Certain Sign 

A sure sign that the presidential sweep- 
stakes are in full swing is the charge that a 
“campaign payoff” is being arranged for Vice 
President Nixon in connection with the Gov- 
ernment’s seizure of a Long Beach (Calif.) 
savings and loan concern. A Long Beach law 
firm headed by the Vice President’s campaign 
manager is said to have been given a “lucra- 
tive retainer” by the Government agency that 
effected the seizure. Those accused have de- 
nied the charge, which was made by Rep- 
resentative King, the California Democrat 
who conducted the investigation of the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau in the last days of the 
Truman Administration. Mr. King is a re- 
sponsible Congressman and may produce 
further evidence. Most persons will withhold 
judgment for the present.

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The Meaning of Revolution 


Are Upheavals All Caused by Communism, and Do Americans Really Understand Them?

‘Revolutions are made by students 
and unhappy people,’”’ said the Rus- 
sian non-Communist philosopher Nik- 
olai A. Berdyaev. This phrase cannot 
but come to mind as one watches the 
unfolding of turbulent events in Tokyo 
and Havana, in Seoul and Leopoldville. 


What we need to know is not only 
who are the makers of revolutions, 
but also why they 

make them. Are

Let us look at 
four examples. In 
India, with a population of over 400 
million people, the independence move- 
ment which led to the overthrow of 
British colonial rule was started in 
1885 when a former British civil serv- 
ant, Allan O. Hume, proposed the 
creation of an Indian National Con- 
gress of which Gandhi and Nehru 
subquently became leaders. The spark 
plug was not Communism, but nation- 
alism—and during World War II the 
Indian Communists opposed indepen- 
dence, for fear that it would weaken 
Britian’s war effort, which was of aid 
to Russia. 


In Japan, at the height of the stu- 
dent riots against the government of 
Premier Kishi, many commentators 
—and the Japanese premier—attribu- 
ted these disturbances to Commu- 
nist influence. Yet in a remarkable 
article John D. Rockefeller IV, a 
young student who has spent nearly 
three years in an attempt, as he puts 
it, “‘to understand the young Japanese 
mind,’ does not regard student un- 
rest as due in the first instance to 
Communism. 


Instead, he points out several fac- 
tors. Among these are ‘‘a wide differ- 
ence in thinking between the prewar 
generations and those who have grown 
up since the war’; the lack of re- 
ligion and faith (“. . . Shintoism died 
with the war. Buddhism survives on 
tourists and Christianity affects less 
than one half of 1 per cent of the pop-

ulation’’); the discrediting of all pre- 
war concepts of behavior and attitude 
in the eyes of the young; the fact that 
“the young Japanese does not have 
the instinctive confidence and trust 
in his country that Americans have 
in theirs;’’ and the terrible poverty 
of the students, who face a harsh 
struggle for jobs in the economy of 
an overpopulated country. 


When Fidel Castro demands not 
only political change but ‘‘social jus- 
tice” in Cuba, he sounds to us like a 
dangerous agitator, but his words have 
a meaning for other Latin Americans 
who for decades have been demand- 
ing land reform, diversification of 
one-crop economies and reorganiza- 
tion of a social order inherited from 
feudal Spain and Portugal. And when 
the Mexican revolution occured in 
1910, followed by expropriation of 
American oil holdings, it was not 
claimed that this revolution was due 
to Communism. 


Now, as the mutiny of Congolese 
soldiers against white officers and 
widespread riots against Europeans 
threaten the disintegration of the Re- 
public of the Congo, which has barely 
won independence, the specter of Com- 
munism looms not only in Leopoldville, 
but in other parts of Africa. Yet, 
so far, the withdrawal of Britain and 
France from a dozen former African 
colonies has proceeded in a peaceful 
and orderly way.

What is different about the Republic 
of the Congo? Is it the influence of 
Communism? Or is it Belgium's hasty 
departure without adequate prepara- 
tion of the Congolese for independence? 

As tremendous, truly revolutionary 
changes unfold around us in Eastern 
Europe, Asia, the Middle East, Africa 
and Latin America, it is a matter of 
utmost urgency for our citizens not 
merely to talk about ‘“‘the revolution 
of rising expectations’’ but to under- 
stand the meaning of modern revolu- 
tions. 

These revolutions are not only in- 
spired, as in Western Europe before 
1800, by the determination of the rising 
middle class to wrest power from the 
church, the monarchy and the aris- 
tocracy, or to topple colonial rule, as 
in the case of the American Revolu- 
tion, but at the same time to trans- 
form Stone Age or medieval econo- 
omies into economies of the 20th 
century, with all the painful social 
consequences such transformation en- 
tails. 


We in the West have come to accept 
the fact that these revolutions occur 
and will continue to do so in the future 
wherever they have not yet exploded. 
Yet we still find it difficult to under- 
stand that Communism may aid these 
revolutions, capitalize on them, use 
them for its own purposes—as in Cuba 
—but did not in the first place inspire 
them. 


The question we now need to ask 
ourselves is whether the Communists 
understand the world’s revolutionary 
changes better than we do—and if so, 
why. As Associate Justice of the Su- 
preme Court William O. Douglas says 
in his latest book, ‘‘America Chal- 
lenged,”” “‘We—who have the most 
glorious revolutionary history of any 
nation—have let the standard be car- 
ried by the Communists.” 


It is difficult to believe that the 
American people, in our “open 60- 
ciety” with its long tradition of belief 
in freedom, with its concern for social 
justice, with the wealth of knowledge 
about other peoples which is at our 
disposal in school and universities, 
can fail to be more perceptive about 
the world’s transformations than the 
Communists who live in a ‘“‘closed 
society.”

LUDWIG BEMELMANS writes

THE INCIDENT creates a distance 
between the Colonel and his children that 
makes any real contact forever impossible. 
Madame, the Colonel's wife, is a Spanish 
woman who has no gift for communication 
with anybody and no habit of seeking her 
children’s confidence. The daughter, who 
tells the story in the first person and un- 
fortunately never mentions her own name, 
decides she is on her own.

BECAUSE OF A GIFT he has to 
speak about poetry so that young folk 
catch his own enthusiasm, Frost has been 
largely responsible for that anomaly on 
the businesslike American campus, the 
Poet in Residence, a tribute paid by a 
too-practical society to the supreme value 
of the impracticalities. Writing, speaking, 
being around, he has now become a na- 
tional symbol of the craft to which, with 
a single mind, he has given his life.

She records some of the finest com- 
ments that Frost wrote out for her with- 
out inquiring what they may mean. He 
made a note against one poem: “‘ ‘A Boy’s 
Will,’ told how I was scared away from 
life and crept back to it through this 
poem. I was speaking literally.” Inter- 
esting as the note is, it is not enough. 
One must surely ask what it was in life 
that scared Frost away, so that he had to 
go to woods and pastures and a tuft of

Yet the novel cannot be taken as a 
comedy except in the cosmic sense which 
would mean that the reader is invited to 
be amused at mind-bound ignorance and 
stupidity. Mr. Bemelmans’ attitude is far 
removed from such inhuman detachment. 

His ridicule is biting but its targets are 

the built-in habits of men who have never 
learned that force corrupts the user as 
well his victims. 
THE CLUE to the author’s view, oint 
is found in his main character. On the 
record she is a juvenile delinquent and 
yet she is always in reach of the reader’s 
sympathy. Her independence, her disdain 
of her parents, her hardness are the mis- 
applied talents of a human being who is 
groping for a vocation. In the end the 
author’s tolerance is justified by an act 
of true nobility. 

In this thoughtful deployment of hu- 
morous episodes that convey a significance 
that comes out through the pores of the 
narrative rather than in direct moralizing, 
the author enlists a memorable cast of 
characters. Many of them are addicted 
to hateful practices; but in themselves 
they are never quite hateful.

IF YOU DON’T WANT 
your blood pressure raised you 
are advised to stay away from 
this book. Whether you agree 
with Mr. Baty or not in his 
free-wheeling forthright criti- 
cism of America’s posture and 
standing in world affairs, he 
does not leave you cold or in- 
different. 

Americans who don’t want 
to be disturbed in their minds, 
should especially stay away 
from it. It will make them 
very angry. In fact, anyone 
who thinks things in this coun- 
try are just fine and dandy and 
who agrees with the Republican 
orators that the Eisenhower 
administration has made’ the 
finest sort of record, is warned 
shongly against it. It will only 
make him see red. Mr. Baty 
makes no bones or apologies 
about labeling the last eight 
years as the Decade of De- 
cline, the “Frittering Fifties,” 
the Era of Neglect. 

On the other hand, anyone 
who believes that a man, and 
especially an American, should 
speak his mind freely and 
without pulling punches, will 
welcome it, especially in these 
days of world crisis when we 


need all the intelligent discus- 


sion we can get. 

Finally, anyone who feels 
that the greatest threats to 
American security come not 
from the Reds but from our 
own apathy, complacency, 
smugness and indifference to 
the rest of the world, will go 
out and grab a copy for he 
will find here expressed the 
thoughts, fears and emotions 
about the present state of the 
nation that are in his own 
mind, backed by a good deal 
of supporting evidence as seen 
from the perspective of a 
world traveler. 

The reader won’t be wrong 


if he assumes from the forego- 
ing that the author is a Demo- 
crat, but Baty is the sort of 
Democrat who voted for Wen- 
dell Willkie and who. would 
have liked to have Gov. Nel- 
son Rockefeller as our next 
President. He is also an un- 
usual sort of Democrat in that 
he is a former bank corpora- 
tion executive, with a back- 
ground which, as he says, 
eould well have made him an 
ultraconservative, somewhat to 
the right of the N.A.M. and the 
D.A.R.s (if that be possible, 
he adds.)

' Modest Fund-Raising Drive With Great Possibilities

LAST FEBRUARY, when the Unit- 
ed Fund dropped seven agencies as bene- 
ficiaries of its annual money-rgising 
campaign, St. Louis was confronted with 
@ clear-cut question of values. 

The agencies that United Fund cut off 
were considered low in its priority stand- 
ards, which give high priority to health, 
family and youth needs of the community. 
Some of the dropped organizations are 
largely educational in purpose, and four 
of these—the People’s Art Center, Inter- 
national Institute, Adult Education Council 
and Volunteer Film Association — have 
set up their own fund-raising organiza- 
tion, the Spirit of St. Louis Fund. 

The question of values came up, and 
quite urgently, as the new group set to 
work in the summer doldrums, with the 
necessity of completing its campaign be- 
fore the United Fund campaign begins in 
early October. And what is the question 
of values? .Does it hinge on the issue of 
physical versus cultural welfare, with 
citizens now, offered a choice as to which 
kind of community betterment they will 
support? 

We do have a choice, but the alterna- 
tives are not between one fund versus 
the other. The choice involves the same 


kind of challenging decisions that St. Louis - 


has been making in its expressway pro- 
grams and its downtown rehabilitation. 
The choice, which is perfectly plain once 
we face it, is whether to think of the 
place where we live asa metropolitan 
community or just as a lot of people clus- 
tered together to make it more convenient 
to sel] things to one another. 
UNLIKE MANY OTHER projects 
that the public is asked to support, the 
Spirit of St. Louis Fund can be estab- 
lished with very modest giving. Its goal 
is $125,000, and it is now more than half 
subscribed. 

The activities that will be underwritten

are: 

People’s Art Center—Day and evening 
classes in art and crafts for people 
of all ages, regardless of race or 
Louis’s pioneer experience 
with integration occurred at the Center’s 
studios, 3657 Grandel Square. This sum- 
mer, 115 adults and 350 children are en- 
rolled in its classes, including extension 
classes at Christ Church Cathedral, Shel- 
don Memorial and Hanley Junior High 
School, University City. Its budget this 
year is $39,253, its United Fund alloca- 
tion for the current year $28.053. 

International Institute — Program for 
immigrants and foreign students, It pro- 
vides information on naturalization and 
conducts English classes for foreigners 
at its quarters, 4484 West Pine boulevard.

Adult Education Council—Offers basic 
schooling and training to rural migrants 
to St. Louis.

Volunteer Film Association—Shows films 
to aged, handicapped and chronically ill 
persons (63,000 in the last year), at insti- 
tutions and in their homes, with volunteer 
workers. Offices at 6561 University drive, 
University City. Budeet, $17,103; United 
Fund allocation, $11,165. 


THERE ARE TWO reasons why it 
is important for the St. Louis community 
to respond with alacrity to the challenges 
presented in the Spirit of St. Louis Fund 
campaign. One is to assure the continued 
existence of these agencies, whose serv- 
ices over a number of years have dem- 
onstrated their usefulness. The other is 
to establish the Spirit of St. Louis organ- 
ization as a flourishing enterprise in our 
community life, for its possibilities are 
great. 

Some of the possibilities of such a fund

are already being realized in other cities. 
The largest city with such a program is 
Cincinnati, whose United Fine Arts Fund, 
organized in 1949, helps support the sym- 
phony orchestra, the Cincinnati Art mu- 
seum, the summer opera and the Taft 
Museum, Cincinnati’s campaign goal this 
year is $375,850, and the average pledge 
last year was $20.45. 

At St. Paul, the United Arts and Sci- 
ence Fund gives support to a science 
museum, to concerts and scholarships. 

A number of other cities have such 

funds that support similar projects, and 
all are smaller than St. Louis. At each 
place where a fund has been established 
for cultural activities, the campaigns have 
been successful, the programs have met 
with wide public acclaim and have helped 
bring about a regeneration of civic spirit. 
Such programs—music, the visual arts, 
science and education—invite broad par- 
ticipation and stimulate rich community 
life. We don’t have to be sick or mal- 
adjusted to enjoy their benefits, we have 
only to be alive and on hand. 
THE VERY NAME of the Spirit of 
St. Louis Fund is exciting, and its pros- 
pects even more so. Several organizations 
that now conduct their own fund-raising 
campaigns are watching its progress, and 
undoubtedly can be brought within its 
scope if the idea proves sound. 

The St. Louis Symphony Orchestra, the 
City Art Museum, the Missouri Historical 
Society and the Museum of Science and 
Natural History, all great community as- 
sets, would seem to be obvious partici- 
pants and beneficiaries, along with some 
of the other major groups devoted to the 
visual and performing arts. 

In addition to the pleasure that such 
activities bring when they are flourishing, 
there are practical arguments for support- 
ing them. 

As the president of one large St. Louis 
company put it: “‘We can offer better 
salaries and living conditions to people 
we want to bring into our business from 
other cities, but we find that there is 
something else they want to know about 
St. Louis before they’ll accept a job here. 
They ask about our theaters, and con- 
certs, and art activities, and whether these 
are generally available or just sporadic. 
They are accustomed to these even in 
smaller cities along the East coast, and 
it takes something like that, not just good 
pay, to attract good people.” 

The man who said this is so strongly 
convinced of its truth that he is heading 
the Spirit of St. Louis Fund. He is W. 
MacLean Johnson, president of Webster 
Publishing Co. The campaign itself is 
headed by Mrs. Morton D. May, whose 
husband is president of May Department 
Stores Co. 

Volunteer workers are soliciting cash 
and pledges, but anyone who wishes to 
speed the campaign along may mail his 
offering to the Spirit of St. Louis Fund, 605 
Landreth building, 320 North Fourth 
street, St. Louis 2.

A Painter's Religious Experience 


What Happened to William Congdon After His Conversion

TRADITIONALLY CRITICS 
write about religious art at Christmas, or 
sometimes at Easter. I choose the theme 
in August because of a conversation I had 
with an artist recently, a conversation 
that, incidentally, gives me the chance 
I’ve been looking for to add my answer to 
the question asked in a recent magazine 
symposium, “What are critics good for?’’ 

The published reply was, “For finding 
what's worth finding and for keeping 
what's worth keeping.” (I'd add to this, 
‘‘and for being able to explain why, in 
both cases’’). Critics, I insist, are also 
good for listening. 

Never have I had a more extraordinary 
and moving conversation with an artist 
than my recent one with a man I have 
for years considered one of the more 
gifted painters in America, William Cong- 
don. It was extraordinary because it had 
to do with the most important thing in his 
life—more important even than his work, 
although directly connected with it—his 
conversion to Catholicism. It was deeply 
moving because never have I watched 
another human being so visibly, so ecstat- 
ically transported by belief. 

I tell it here for several reasons. The 
first is that the confusion that eventually 
led to Congdon’s conversion stemmed from 
his attitude toward his own painting and, 
even beyond this, to the state of the inter- 
mational art world. The second reason 
is that the conversion has already affected 
his painting, giving it, therefore, a public 
as well as a private significance. The 
third is that he wants his feelings to be 
known. Indeed, he preceded and followed 
our conversation during his brief visit to 
New York with letters from Assisi, where 
he has chosen to live because, he said, ‘I 
cannot live in Heaven.”

an illustrational image, of such themes as 
St. Mark’s Square in Venice, or the Colos- 
seum in Rome. The paintings have had 
their deeply enthusiastic admirers (1 
among them), although they've never 
won anything approaching the official 
acceptance or popular interest accorded 
men like Pollock, Kline, or de Kooning. 
But Congdon within the past few years 
has steadily grown more uneasy. The ma- 
terialism of the world of art embiitered 
him, he says. He was revolted by the 
spectacle of artists enamored of the physi- 
cal properties of paint itself, lacking in 
spirit, love, ideas or any need to com- 
municate with society; by dealers pri- 
marily concerned with salability and pro- 
motion; by collectors worried only about 
investments, and by museum men prin- 
cipally fostering their own reputations. 


THE ARTIST, says Congdon, may 
either play along with this materialism if 
he profits from it, or retreat from it into 
a complete detachment from society, iden- 
tifying himself and his work with his 
similarly isolated colleagues, The result is 
that a cult of subjectivism and super-man 
emerges, and, more often than not, what 
is really a spiritual vacuum begins to take 
on dramatic value. His own escape was 
to move away from the society of other 
artists, and to look inward, painting only 
from deeply felt necessity. 

But soon he found he was simply un- 
able to paint at all. And then, he says, 
after months even years of frustration, he 
suddenly saw that he was seeking not 
escape but liberation from a burden of 
sin and guilt. —- he had spent much 
time in churches over Italy, it had 
always been for the aesthetic experience. 
Born.an Episcopalian, he had neverthe- 
less given little thought to observance or 
ritual. Suddenly he understood, he told 
me recently, that he could no longer be 
an onlooker, that he had to participate 
in the service, to take the Sacraments. 

He thought back on his past work, 
realized that the crusted, moldering 
church facades had been a symbol of his 
having been an outsider, unable to pene- 
trate within; that the light he had painted 
in opposition with masses of shade was 
not a technical preoccupation but, rather, 
the darkness of sinful humanity contrasted 
with divine grace; that the metallic paint 
which had figured in his work for years 


was not just a device for textural enrich- . 
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So Congdon the long road to con- 
greatest’ 


version. Today, he told me with 


joy, he feels free at last of his frustra- 
tion and his guilt. The fact that in the 
eight months since his conversion he has 
painted only one canvas, and that in but 
20 minutes, on Good Friday, the Cruci- 
fixion, is of no importance. He says he 
will paint now as and when God directs 
him, and very probably only religious 
themes. “It may be,” he said, “to the 
degree that Christ has taken unto Himself 
the sins and the suffering of this artist, 
His figure, His person, may become for 
him the only means of proclaiming his 
freedom regained and his salvation.” 

IT MAY BE that He will direct him 
only to paint deliberately popular themes 
(a possibility one finds it very hard to 
accept of a talent like Congdon’s). It 
may be, he adds, that God will not want 
him to paint at all, and he may find his 
total absorption in constant participation 
of the Sacraments. 

One cannot argue against the passivity 
and inactivity one feels would be tragical- 
ly wasteful in so gifted an artist, when 
they spring from such profound passion, 
or protest that God’s gift of talent is 
itself a miracle, and that to cultivate it 
is not sinful subjectivism or self-love 
but, rather, an act of devotion and faith. 
One feels foolish suggesting the possible 
efficacy of psychoanalysis as a cure for 
a‘creative block. (‘That might bring me 
self-acceptance,” said Congdon. “‘It could 
not bring divine forgiveness’’.) One merely 
looks at the single painting the artist has 
done in the long months since his conver- 
sion, a work as simple and austere in its 
color and form as the most arbitrary, 
calligraphy of the abstract-expressionists 
Kline and Soulages, and must admit that 
the work is extraordinarily beautiful, per- 
haps the most moving Crucifixion of our 
time and that rarest object, a synthesis 
of abstract form with profound spiritual 
feeling. 
ONE CONTEMPLATES the mys- 
tery of faith and of art, and is speechless. 
Congdon isn’t however. Here is what he 
says of the picture: “The arms of the 
Cross are as branches of the tree: long 
levers which operate to release from the 
breast milk and honey of life, water and 
blood of the mystic body. The head falls 
on the body whose beauty is veiled during 
the great hour of Calvary. Evident is only 
the weakness, the vulnerability, the soli- 
darity with all the horrible consequences 
of sin. The collapse is complete. Shat- 
tered. There remains only the sigh of 
love, the breath of gold which blooms 
from his mouth on the breast; the last 
seven words which palpitate on the dead

A STEREOPHONIC RECORD of Bach’s St. 


John 


Passion makes it evident that the work belongs in the same 
category as the B Minor Mass and the St. Matthew Passion. 
The performance, conducted by Ferdinand Grossmann, is not uni- 


formly excellent. 


The Wiener Symphoniker is no better than 


adequate and the same must be said of the soprano and contralto 
soloists. These slight deficiencies, however, are redressed by 
the tenor Ferry Gruber who, in the role of the Evangelist, sings 
the marvelously expressive recitatives that form the narrative 
line. The feeling of deep compassion is dominant in these freely 
rhythmic sentences, a feeling that. overflows into the arias and 


the chorales. 


The chorus plays an equally important part to that of the 
narrator. The choruses offer a commentary in exalted language 
on the immediately foregoing events; they also help to emphasize 
the dramatic conflict by voicing the demands of the populace 


that Jesus be executed. 


It is significant that the emotions attributed to the mob in 
these passages seem frivolous and worldly rather than hateful. 
Unlike the principals in the drama—including even the bewil- 
dered Pilate, the timorous Peter and perfidious Judas—they are 
untouched by the awesome nature of the events that surround 


them. 


The Akademie Kammerchor is a well disciplined choral group 
and its performance here is in character with the elevation of 
the chorales and the all-too-human behavior of the populace. 

Finally Walter Berry, the basso, is consistently effective in 
singing the Biblical text where Jesus speaks his prophetic words. 
(Vox, Stereophonic, three records with German, English and 


French text.) 


THE VIENNA State Opera Orchestra, conducted by Felix 
Prohaska plays Mozart’s “Jupiter” Symphony in a poised and 


relaxed manner except in the final movement. 


Here the per- 


formance becomes jerky and heavily accentuated on the down 
beats. The sound is unusually good. The same quality of sound 
prevails in Mozart’s overtures to “Don Giovanni,” ‘“‘The Magic 


Flute” and “The Marriage of Figaro.”

THE VAUGHAN WIL- 
LIAMS Symphony No. 8 in 
D Minor is a lively atmos- 
pheric work that stays within 
a tonal framework without 
seeming derivative. The per- 
formance by the London Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra under Sir 
Adrian Boult is technically able 
and faithful to the composer’s 
individuality. As the symphony 
employs a wide variety of 
rhythmic patterns the conduc- 
tor must look alive to articu- 
late these elements properly. 
The symphony also offers a 
pleasing melodic content. 
The Partita for Double String 
Orchestra, which is on the 
second side, also uses many 
rhythmic devices which are 
combined with antiphonal re- 
sponses between the first and 
second orchestra, The repro- 
duction is excellent. (London, 
Stereophonic, one record.) 


FOUR CONCERTOS by 
Vivaldi played by the New 
York Philharmonic Orchestra, 
with solcists from the orches- 
tra personnel, are all capti- 
vating by reason of their charm 
or piquancy or both. Leonard 
Bernstein is the conductor. The 
most inventive work in this 
group is the “Concerto for 
Diverse. Instruments (with 
Mandolins).”” As several] of the 
instruments appearing in the 
original score have disap- 
peared the music was re-scored 
by Alfredo Casella. Solo parts 
were allotted to mandolins, 
flutes, trumpets,. harps, bass 
oboe, violin, cello and harpsi- 
chord. Mr. Bernstein plays 
the harpsichord, It is a charm- 
ing, amusing work. As Mr. 
Casella says the various instru- 
ments “‘vie with one another in 
audacity.” 

Other works, less audacious 
perhaps but thoroughly ingra- 
tiating are the Concerto in 
D Minor for Oboe, Strings and 
Cembalo (Harold Gomberg, 
Oboe soloist), Concerto in 
C Minor for Flute, Strings and 
Cembalo, (John Wummers, 
Flute soloist), and the Con- 
certo in C Major for -Piccolo, 
Strings and Cembalo, (F. Wil- 
liam Heim, Piccolo soloist.) 

All the performances reflect 
the ardor and inventiveness of 
the music as transmitted by a 
modern orchestra not inter- 
ested in archaic effects. (Colum- 
bia, Stereophonic, one record.) 
AND SPEAKING of Vi- 
valdi it is likely that Darius 


Milhaud may have had the 
‘‘Red Priest’’ in mind when he 
brought together four short 
works into a single suite under 
the title of ‘“‘The Four Sea- 
sons.”” Each section was com- 
posed at different periods of 
Milthaud’s career extending 
from 1934 to 1953. The instru- 
mentation is‘as follows: Sum- 
mer, Solo Viola and ensemble 
of nine; Spring, Violin and 
chamber orchestra; Autumn, 
Two Pianos and ensemble of 
eight; Winter, Trombone and 
string orchestra. 

Although the four move- 
ments may not have been in- 
tended as parts of a whole 
they accommodate themselves 
to one another well enough 
despite the use of different solo 
instruments. Each movement 
is brightly melodic but .the 
composer has not adopted the 
imitations of nature that ap- 


pear in Vivaldi's ‘‘Seasons.” - 


Spring and Summer are 
equally cheerful and Autumn 
has none of the somberness 
one might expect. The listen- 
er may as well think of this 
work as pure music with no 
referential significance.

The twenty-fifth anniversary of 
the founding of Hampton Village 
as the first modern “shopping 
center’ to be constructed in the 
St. Louis area is being observed 
this week by the Bettendorf-Rapp 
food market there. The market 
was the first business to be 
opened in the center, after an 
initial false start with a con- 
cessionaire type of operation. 
Bettendorf’s current observation 
of the anniversary is being ob- 


served through completion of a - 
$500,000 moderization of the § 


food market. 


Designing for the revamped 


market was done by Architects 
Schwarz Van Hoefen. Classic 
lines of the exterior were re- 
tained, but spruced up. A part 
of the paving on the west side 
was ripped up, however, and re- 
placed with landscaping. 

The main west entrance was 
rebuilt, a wood bay front being 
replaced with glass, which per- 
mits a view of the chandelier 


light: fixture in the main en- & 
trance area before one enters ; 


the building. 

In the foyer, a three-foot-high 
brick wall encases a planter, 
with shrubbery on one side and 
an. ornamental, re - circulating 
water fountain on the other. 
Fluorescent tubing in the main 
dome and around decorating 
molding of the ceiling has im- 
proved the lighting. 

The upper level of the building 
was renovated, to provide space 
for the store’s personnel train- 
ing program. 

New meat cases and service 
counters were installed, supple- 
mented by island-type cases for 
self-service meat display. 

A brick wall at the southeast 
corner of the building was re- 
moved and 2115 square feet of 
space added there for grocery 
display. A continuous mirror 
was placed on the back wall, 
rising from a point six feet up, 
the rest of the way to the ceiling. 

Surface mounted fluorescent 
lighting fixtures, vinyl asbestos 
flooring, accoustical tile ceiling, 
and a new 10-ton air-conditioning 
unit were installed for the gro- 
cery sales area. The air-condi- 
tioning machinery was put on 
the roof. 

The south entrance was en- 
larged. It leads directly into a 
liquor division without necessity 
of one’s passing through other 
parts of the store. 

A soda fountain has been fin- 
ished in pink and turquoise pas- 
tel, repeating shades of the

A new 
dining area has been added, in 
a softly lit cove, behind the 
fountain. 

Other items of improvement 
include changes in a brick bar-

sequently today’s home buyer 
needs less money to buy a house 
and can take longer to pay off 
what he borrows. 

Terms usually are most liberal 
on mortgages backed by the 
Government. In these, down pay- 
ments are now at a record low. 
Terms have been liberalized 
from time to time in the past 
few years when the Government 
wanted to bring more home buy- 
ers into the market to stimulate 
home construction. One result 
may be that the Government has 
nearly exhausted the possibilities 
of this kind of action. 

Significant Trend. 

With interest rates higher and 
amortization periods longer, the 
home owner builds up his equity 
or investment in the house less 
quickly. In the first few years 
amortization may account for 
less than one-fourth of monthly 
payments. This is_ significant 
nowadays, when many families, 
especially younger couples, con- 
sider their payments for their 
homes and insurance as their 
only savings reserves. 

Figures compiled by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board make the 
trends clear: Between 1955 and 
1959 the price of the average 
house bought with a conventional 
savings and loan association first 
mortgage jumped from $12,928 to 
$15,782. Down payments went 
up, too, but less rapidly, from 
$4793 to $5266. As a result, down 
payment as a per cent of price 
slipped from 37.1 to 33.4. 

On government-backed loans, 
on which lenders take lower 
down payments because they get 
federal underwriting, the decline 
in relative down payments has 

been sharpest. For new housing 
bought with FHA-insured loans, 
down payments dropped by near- 
ly half, from 15.1 per cent of 
price to 7.7 per cent. On VA- 
guaranteed mortgages the down 
payment rate declined from 5.3 
to 3.3 per cent. At present no 
down payment is required on 
new houses bought with VA 
loans. 
Requires More Money, 

FHA and VA loans have also 
become more liberal in terms of 
repayment periods. From 25.6 
years in 1955, the average FHA 
loan on a new house moved out 
to 28.8 years in 1959. That was 
equal to the VA term, which was

Bugle’s Big News Is 90 Per Cent Make-Believe --- Publisher Chuckles at Life

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DON FANETTI, publisher of the Bugle, made a neater-looking 
executive of himself by tucking his T-shirt into his ink-stained 
pants. He stood in the doorway of his office, a businesslike but 
kindly look of What-the-hell-do-you-want on his face. Then sudden, 
generous understanding expressed itself in a neighborly grin.

Deep in the interior of Fanetti’s homeland, the ancient and 
sometimes quaint area of South St. Louis, two native curiosities 
stand out among the many—the River Des Peres and the Bugle. 
The Des Peres rolls along wherever it can find a way downhill, 
picking its way through its weedy bed and occasionally rising to 
flood tide to get over a tin can. Such efforts put the river one-up 
on the Bugle at taking itself seriously. 

The Bugle is an eight-page weekly tabloid Fanetti founded as as 
give-away sheet 15 years ago. The circulation area was two tav- 
erns. After six editions Fanetti shortened the paper’s name from 
“The Barroom Bugle” because barrooms no longer were big enough 


for the Bugle. The paper had 
marched right out of the saloons 
and into the customers’ homes 
and Fanetti contentedly let the 
Barroom tag drop dead. He 
hasn’t made a serious editorial 
decision since. 

Fanetti’s neighborhood news- 
paper covers a world that is 90 
per cent make-believe in its 
major news events. Column One 
on Page One carries a stock 
heading, “‘Coming Events,” and 
the items there are brief, factual, 
accurate and in no way respon- 
sible for the approximate 20,000 
circulation of the Bugle. 

The Bugle owes its success to 
the personalities that thrive only 
in Fanetti’s head and are con- 
tent there because they do not 
know another home. 

For a 26-week rate of $1.50 
or the family economy rate of 
$2.50 for 52 issues, Fanetti keeps 
his subscribers informed of the 
whereabouts, designs, triumphs, 
inventions, failures and defeats 
of Prof. Pooey Winechop, the 
foremost scientist, philosopher 
and inventor in South St. Louis; 
of the inner politics of Local 62 
of the Wormdiggers’ Association, 
and of the social turmoil in the 
Wormdiggers’ union headquar- 
ters at South Broadway and 
River Des Peres, behind the 
corner billboard. 

Other news personalities in- 
clude Deepweed Charlie, Over- 
coat Charlie, Sewing Machine 
Charlie, Lawnmower Charlie and 
Irish O’Keefe, Wormdiggers ev- 
ery one of them. 

Fanetti has had to take the 
liberties of an artist. He has 
had to borrow a little from the 
truly living to feed his imagina- 
tion but in every instance he has 
improved upon what he has bor- 
rowed and his proudest accom- 
plishment is Prof. Winechop. The 
professor is a partly legendary 
figure in South St. Louis, with 
a solid and weighty mass of 
concrete airplanes and concrete 
submarines and concrete rifles 
backing up the legend. 

“Some of the things the pro- 
fessor has been reported in The 
Bugle as inventing fairly recent- 
ly, I heard of as actually hap- 
pening when I was a kid in the 
neighborhood,” Fanetti said. 
“Real or imagined, you’ve got 
to admit one thing about the 
professor. He and his inventions 
never have hurt a living soul, 
just amused them, and that’s 
something not many inventors 
can claim any more.”

Two weeks ago Fanetti’s ban- 
ner headline announced that 
Herman Held, a real-life and 
prominent business man in the 
neighborhood, had become 
Pooey’s national campaign man- 
ager. Held hadn’t been consulted. 
One of the unexpected delights 
of living in the Bugle’s circula- 
tion area is the possibility of 
becoming a participant, by name 
at least, in Fanetti’s make- 
believe news stories. In 15 years, 
‘only ane citizen has objected.

Fanetti, stuck for several 
inches to fill the last gap in 
an edition, went through his 
trusty joke books and decided 
to resurrect the story of the 
bird-breeder who crossed carrier 
pigeons with woodpeckers. When 
the pigeon in the bird delivered 
a message, the woodpecker in 
the bird rapped on the door, 
making a superior bird of it, 
indeed. With his customary in- 
terest in localizing the news, 
real or imagined, in the Bugle, 
Fanetti reported these marvel- 
ously ancient jokers of birds as 
the latest work of a well-known 
bird-breeder in the neighbor- 
hood. 


“He said people were pester- 
ing him at 2 and 3 o’clock in 
the morning, insisting they had 
to have one of the woodpecker- 
pigeons,” Fanetti said. “He 
threatened me with civil ac- 
tion and I told him he’d have 
to get in line, there were 150 
suing ahead of him. That was 
a little lie, of course; he’s the 
only one in 15 years who ever 
got mad at me. He got over 
it.”’ 


While Fanetti was talking chil- 
dren appeared, singly and in 
pairs and occasionally three at 
a time, in the room beyond 
Fanetti’s office. Fanetti and his 
wife Mary Jane had three chil- 
dren when they began the Bugle.

After the war I decided I’d make 
a newspaper of my own. I don’t 
know what my wife thought. 
You know, you figure $10,000 
and a year’s trial to start a little 
paper. We had nothing, my ter- 
minal leave pay was spent. 
“The first edition cost $67 and 
we had $27 in ads. My wife 
didn’t say anything. Now all she 
says is it’s great, and ‘I’ll keep 
the books.’ My idea of book- 
keeping is to draw black lines 
through items. My wife says the 
Government doesn’t like that. 


“The paper started going 
good right away. The print 
shop business just sort of 
added itself on as we went. 
Last year we moved from the 
little shop down the street to 
this bigger one. All we’ve got 
to worry about is getting seri- 
ous. If we ever try to put 
out a serious paper, we’re 
dead.” 


At a desk behind Fanetti’s, 
Ukelele Bill nodded. Ukelele 
Bill once assisted Marconi. Mar- 
coni invented the radio, more or 
less, and Ukelele Bill invented 
the live entertainer, more or 
less, on St. Louis stations. Uke- 
lele Bill is the Bugle staff. He 
collects ads and news items and 
in addition to being the staff is 
the ace space salesman. Suc- 
cess has not gone to Ukelele 
Bill’s head. He makes his 
rounds as he always did, gath- 
ering the Bugle’s lifeblood in 
a cigar box. He returns to the 
office when the cigar box is full. 

Ukelele Bill and Fanetti con- 
sidered a question together. Bill 
finally said, ‘Frederick. My 
last name is Frederick.” 

“For gosh sakes,” said Fan- 
etti, “‘you act like you don’t re- 
member your last name any 
more and I know you can’t spell 
your first name. You ought to 
hear him try to spell ‘Ukelele.’ ” 

“U-k-l-a-l-e” said the space 
salesman. “It’s like ‘color.’ You 
can spell it c-o-l-o-u-r, too.” 

“Not on the Bugie, you can’t,” 
said Fanetti. ‘‘We don’t go for 
that high-toned writing. We write 
things our people understand. 
Or, things I can write. Ukelele, 
we’re a perfect partnership. You 
couldn’t get a job on any other 
paper and I couldn’t afford to 
hire anyone else.” 

“I always wanted to be a 


newspaper man,” Ukelele Bill

This guy sent 
me postcards, as many as 50 a 
day. That’s when postcards 
were two cents. One day when 
my wife and I were about to 
close the shop—one dark, cold,

New this male speaking 
for women’s fights has 
some ideas, based on tech- 
nological advances, to 
help women achieve great- 
er freedom from house 
chores. 

Here are some household 
hour savers he suggested: 
>» SPRAY FLOORS, rugs, walls, furniture, fixtures and 
draperies with an anti-static aerosol compound that makes 
them inhospitable to dust and grime. 


» DECORATE your living room with plastic-coated uphol- 
stery fabrics and synthetic-fiber floor coverings. Advantages: 
They resist stains and wipe clean with a damp cloth. 


» RID KITCHEN of cooking odors—before smells invade 
other rooms—by using modern oxy-catalyst which purifies air. 


Cut down on dishwashing by using modern stove- 
to-table, flame resistant utensils of earthenware, enam- 
eled metal or stainless steel. 


» USE AS MANY disposable items as possible. Example: 
Throw-away ash trays, hot pads, hot-drink paper cups and 
one-use foil cooking pans. 


>» USE PERMANENT plastic shelf and drawer liners which 
are easily and quickly cleaned.

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Boss of Louisiana, U.S. Senator, Shot to Death 25 Years Ago

NEW ORLEANS, 
Sept. 3 (AP.) 


“WHAT ARE THEY building 
the scaffold for?” asked the 
bulb-nosed man in the rumpled 
suit. 


“They're building it for you 
Huey Long.” 

Governor of Louisiana for less 
than a year, Huey Pierce Long 
had come to a grim crossroads 
in his hectic political career. 
He faced impeachment on 19 
charges that included, among 
other things, attempted murder, 
bribery, misappropriation of 
funds, violent abuse of citizens 
and officials, intimidation of the 
press, cavorting with a semi- 
nude dancer and conduct gen- 
erally unbecoming a Governor. 

Any one of the charges might 
have been enough to topple an 
ordinary office holder, but Huey 
Long was no ordinary officer 
holder. | 

“I’m sui generis,”” he was fond 
of saying, one of a kind. And in 
truth there was none like him, 
not even in the family dynasty 
that he founded. 

Huey beat the rap, as he ail- 


ways did, with a cunning mixture 
of hoopla, 


invective, ruthless 
pressure on lawmakers and a 
spelibinder’s appeal to the 
masses. “Bloody Monday,” the 
wildest night in the history of 
the Louisiana legislature—when 
the voting machine unaccount- 
ably broke down amid cries of 
fraud and the House adjourned 
in riotous confusiongave him 
the time he needed to regroup his 
forces. 

Troopers raced across the 
state with placards denouncing 
the impeachment proceedings as 
a “Standard Oil plot.” Frenzied 
crowds gathered to hear the 
Kingfish laugh off the charges 
with his deft gift for ridicule and 
to hear him recite “Invictus,” 
his favorite poem. 

In the heat of the day, younger 
brother Earl Long sank his teeth 
into the cheek of an unfriendly 
official. In the dead of night, 
Huey summoned 15 Senators 
from their beds and got them 
to sign the famous “round robin’’ 
that halted the impeachment for 
lack of votes to convict him. 
Huey personally ordered the car- 
penters to take down the scaf- 
foldlike platform erected in the 
Senate chamber for his trial, 
saying it reminded him of the 
French revolution. 

After that, there was no stop- 
ping him. Another revolution was 
in the making. 

“IT used to get things done by 
saying ‘Please.’” he announced 
with a menacing laugh. “That 
didn’t work and now I’m a dyna- 
miter. I dynamite ’em out of 
my path.” 

Huey, the dynamiter, rocked 
Louisiana to *#s foundations, and 
the fallout sifted ominously over 
a depression-weary nation. The 
backwoods drummer who worked 
his way through law school sell- 
ing kitchen lard door-to-door had 
found himself a new product, a 
panacea for all mankind’s ills 
and woes. 

“Every man a king,”’ he prom- 


ised, “but no man wears a 
crown.”’ 
“Share the wealth,” he 


preached, outlining a scheme to 
confiscate all fortunes over $5,- 
000,000 and limit incomes to $1,- 
000,000 a year after taxes. 

But those who tend to lump 
Huey Long with the ordinary run 
of the pea-patch demagogue may 
underestimate his accomplish- 
ments in Louisiana and misun- 
derstand his talents and inten- 
tions. 


He was, at one and the same 
time: a master political strate- 


office as United States Senator. 


gist; a bold leader and petty 
tyrant; a physical coward who 
surrounded himself with bully 
boys but still had the courage 
to take on the President of the 
United States; a lovable, laugh- 
able rustic clown who gave the 
people bread and circuses in 
exchange for political servi- 
tude. Chief Justice William 
Howard Taft called him “the 
most brilliant lawyer who ever 
practiced before the United 
States Supreme Court.” 

And he was, above all; a 
brilliant orator. 


Listen to his campaign speech 
under Evangeline oak in St. 
Martinville, the setting for Long- 
fellow’s famous poem: 

“Evangeline is not the only 
one who waited here in disap- 
pointment. 


“Where are the schools that 
you have waited for your chil- 
dren to have, that have never 
come? Where are the roads and 
the highways that you sent your 
money to build, that are no near- 
er now than ever before? Where 
are the institutions to care for 
the sick and the disabled? 


“Evangeline wept bitter tears 
in her disappointment, but it 
lasted through only one lifetime. 
Your tears in this country, 
around this oak, have lasted for 
generations. Give me the chance 
to dry the eyes of those who still 
weep here.” 

Huey got the chance and he 
delivered. He gave Louisiana 
6000 miles of paved roads, put 
bridges across every major riv- 
er, doubled the number of char-

ity hospitals, gave every child 
free school books, reduced the 
number of illiterates by 100,000, 
increased Louisiana State Uni- 
versity’s enrollment from 1600 
to more than 5000 by slashing 
tuitions, and Built a new execu- 
tive mansion and a magnificent 
d4-story state capitol. 


But, in the process, Louisiana 
got more than it bargained for. 
The man who boasted he could 
“buy the legislature like a sack 
of potatoes, shuffle ’em like a 
deck of cards,” set about con- 
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solidating bis gains in a ruthless 
power grab. 


Before he was done, Huey 
had the power to appoint and 
recall all mayors, police chiefs, 
school teachers. He could re- 
prieve all convictions, includ- 
ing contempt, which gave him 
control of the judges. The 
National Guard betame his 
personal army, the state police 
his personal messenger boys. 
When the State Bar Associa- 
tion reprimanded his attorney 
general for failing to prosecute 
a vote fraud case, Huey sim- 
ply formed his own bar asso- 
ciation and put the recalcitrant 
attorney general at the head 
of it. 


He never controlled the press, 
but his answer to “them lying 
newspapers” was Louisiana 
Progress, his own publication 
delivered right to the doorstep 
by obliging state troopers. 

Huey never forgot a friend or 
an enemy. The friends usually 
wound up in public office, the 
enemies in his little black 
‘*s.0.b. book.” 


Without relinquishing his hold, 
on Louisiana, Huey in 1930 moved 
on to the United States Senate 
and larger ambitions. Two days 
after his election, “Léng for 
President” banners appeared 
everywhere in the state. na- 
tion laughed uproariously, but 
Huey was in dead earnest, as 
former President Calvin Coolidge 
found out on a visit to New Or- 
leans. : 

“Are the Hoovers good house- 
keepers?” Huey suddenly asked, 
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Coolidge, cautious as always, 
guessed that were. 

“Well,” said Huey, 
was elected I found the gover- 
nor’s mansion in such fotten 
shape I had to tear it down and 
rebuild. It started a hell of a 
row. When I’m elected President 
I don’t want to have to rebuild 
the White House.”

Huey’s fan mail was the larg- 
est in the Senate, his share the 
wealth clubs numbered 7,500,000 
across the country, mostly in the 
South, but his days were already 
numbered. 

In Baton Rouge, Representa- 
tive Mason Spencer, angered at 
Huey’s plan to control election 
commissioners, offered another 
prophecy. 

“I. am not gifted with second 
sight,” he said, quaking with 
emotion. ‘‘Nor did I See a spot 
of blood on the moon ast night. 
But I can see blood on the pol- 
ished floor of this capitol. For if 
you ride this thing through, you 
will travel with the white horse 
of death. White men have ever 
made poor slaves.” 

Within a year there was blood, 
Huey’s blood, on the polished 
floor of his capitol. Down from 
Washington to attend a night 
session of the legislature, Huey 
was about to enter the gover- 
nor’s office when a thin, be- 
spectacled man _ stepped out 
from behind a pillar and pro- 
duced a small foreign automatic. 

“T’ve been shot,”’ Huey gasped, 
as the gun burst echoed through 
the corridor, almost immediately 
followed by a fusillade of shots 
as the bodyguards pumped 61 
bullets into the assailant. 

The assassin turned out tc be 
Dr. Carl Austin Weiss, a 30-year- 
old fiose and throat specialist 
whom Huey had neither met nor 
ever heard of before. His mo- 
tives were simple, primitive and 
passionate. Dr. Weiss had mar- 
ried the daughter of Judge B. 
F. Pavy, an ‘anti-Long jurist 
whom the Kingfish had threat- 
ened and vowed to remove. 

The shooting took place Sept. 
8, 1935, just 25 years ago this 
week. Huey died two days later 
and remains to this day a 
martyr or a tyramt — depending 
on the political viewpoint—to 
the millions in Louisiana who 
still worship or cringe at his 
memory.

“TRY TO IMAGINE a world 


without reading,” said William 
Tybura, principal of Walnut 


Park School, who has been teach- 


ing reading classes for adults 
this summer at International In- 
stitute, 4484 West Pine boule- 
vard. 

“Ten million Americans live 
in such a world. And 73,310 are 
St. Louisans.”’ + 

So on waking one morning I 
imagined myself in this world. 
I knew it was time to get up 
because both hands of the clock 
pointed almost straight down. 
When I went to brush my teeth, 
I was very careful to choose 
the red and white container with 


container. 

Preparing breakfast also took 
caution and memory. The blue 
and silver checkerboard of the 
powdered coffee. jar must be 
clearly distinguished from the 
blue and brown of the powdered 
chocolate label. When the tops 
of .the jars were switched, to 
his great delight my small boy 
received coffee milk instead of 
chocolate milk. 

Driving to work was again an 
exercise in memory. I was care- 
ful to stop at the octagonal yel- 
low signs I knew said STOP. I 
found my way by landmarks, 
exactly like a Mississippi river- 
boat pilot. 

Fortunately, at the doors of 
the Post-Dispatch the fantasy 
ended. Of course, if I had really 
been an illiterate, I'd have been 
going to work as a nursemaid, 
laundress, or perhaps as a cook 
in a restaurant. But most likely 
I would have had no job at all. 

Jobs are becoming more and 
more scarce for the “functional 
illiterates”’ in St. Louis. A “func- 
tional illiterate” is an adult un- 
able to read and write on a 
fourth-grade level. Perhaps one- 
sixth of the ‘functional illiter- 
ates” are entirely unable to read 
and write. Their life is limited, 
and a change of jobs is difficult, 
almost impossible. 


Most industrial concerns in 
St. Louis are reluctant if not 
adamant about hiring illiter- 
ates. A Detroit automobile 
company has estimated that 
during a man’s first three 
morths on the job he must 
fill out a minimum of 38 forms. 
An illiterate cannot be shifted 
from job to job in one com- 
pany and cannot follow writ- 
ten instructions. Because of 
his difficulties in communicat- 
ing, he is often suspicious and 
fearful of authority, and is sad- 
ly lacking in self-confidence. 


Tybura’s class is one of a 
number offered by the Adult 
Education Council around the St. 
Louis area. The classes, con- 
ducted in schools and institu- 
tions, have been the means of 
teaching 3000 students to read 
and write since their inception 
in 1954. The Council. urges any- 
one interested in the classes to 
call CHestnut 1-2632. (The Adult 
Education Council was one of 
seven agencies dropped from the 
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brooms. Then we'd sweep peo- 
ple’s yards.

Our husbands had 
schoolin’. Mine went through 
fifth grade. He’s a shipping 
clerk. Makes $280 a month. But 
he can’t go any higher. Pauline 
and I never really had to go 
out to work since we married. 
If we’d had to work it would 
have been really tough. 


“T used to read mail for my 
neighbor. She had a deformed 
child and her husband rar off 
and left her. She couldn’t pay 
anybody to stay with the child 
when she went to work and you 
could hear it cry all day. She 
just left it in the City Hospital 
and run away. The child died 
in the hospital.” 

The Jeffries sisters are on the 
upper economic fringes of illit- 
eracy, since they both have lit- 
erate husbands. But for a totally 
illiterate family in St. Louis, 
the going is bitterly hard. Ralph 
Young, director of Carver House 
settlement at Bell and Cardinal 
avenues, attributes a great deal 
of the troubles of his neighbor- 
hood to illiteracy.

“It’s the same thing as the mi- 
gration from, Europe in the last 
century. They come through fear 
and a dream of security up 
here—the streets are paved with 
gold. But they find it hard to 
get jobs. There is much less 
do-it-yourself in the Deep South. 
If a man has a smattering of 
a trade—carpentering, bricklay- 
ing, painting, he can exist. Here 
he must be skilled and he must 
be literate. The women find it 
somewhat easier to get jobs as 
houseworkers. But then with 
mothers working the children 
run wild in the streets and the 
men in desperation may turn to 
crime. 


“An illiterate family has a 
hard time to turn out literate 
children. Even if they are 
eager to have their children 
attend school, they seldom can 
give the child the necessary 
intellectual motivation. The 
child is too likely to say, ‘Why 
should I go to school? You 
didn’t.” Or you get a parent 
who feels ‘I made a living 
without schooling. Why should 
you have it?’ 


“Without a special effort to 
educate your illiterate adults, 
you will have this same vicious 
cycle of poverty, ignorance and 
crime repeating itself genera- 
tion after generation.” : 


Contrary to popular belief, an 
adult can learn to read as easily 
as or more easily than a child. 
St. Louis adult reading classes 
are taught by the phonic method, 
a method of teaching that re- 
solves words into phonic ele- 
ments rather than into individual 
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literacy program, in which each 
pupil immediately passes along 
his day’s lesson to one or more 
other illiterates, has brought 
reading and writing to millions 
in 84 countries.

Myles Standish 
Opera Season Near 
Break-Even Point 


AS USUAL, in recent years since the costs of production have 
risen so steeply, Municipal Opera is doing a tight-rope walking, 
nail-biting finish to see if it can make it to that in-the-black plat- 
form, or will fall into the in-the-red net. 

Manager F. Beverly Kelley said Friday that the Forest 
Park pay-off is still up in the air, depending on the last three per- 
formances of “Redhead,” which ends the opera season tonight. 
If there weren’t any rain-outs, the opera might continue its proud 
record of financial success—last season it was the only major 
civic summer opera to finish in the black. 

The attendance in this forty-second season is better, at least, 
than last season’s. It was 14,000 up on 1959 a week ago, and 
while “Redhead” wasn’t doing as well at the box-office as “Bells 
Are Ringing,” the closing show for last season, it was still likely 
the final season mark would be 12,000 or 13,000 better. 

However, costs were up considerably from last season’s 
$997,000 budget. There’s the financial rub. 


The most successful show this summer was “Meet Me 
in St. Louis,” which broke “Desert Song’s” 1946 opening 
show record for 11 nights of 111,839 attendance, bettering 
the mark by 1992, Other money-makers were “Tom Saw- 
yer,” with an attendance of 62,400 and receipts of $81,000 
for a week, and “The Desert Song,” with an attendance 
of 53,722. 


SHOWS WHICH would have been winners if they had not had 
rain-outs (one night each, a total of two, compared to only one 
rain-out last season) were “The Student Prince,’ and ‘The Red 
Mill.” Shows which didn’t quite break even were “Kismet,” 
“Madam Butterfly,” and ‘Anything Goes.” Losers, and disap- 
pointments, were “Rosalie” and ‘Knights of Song,” the latter 
of which had expensive sets. 

“Redhead” might show a profit here, even though it lost money 
in the Dallas, Indianapolis and Atlanta summer theaters. Kelley 
thought it could have made a good profit if it had been run one 
week, but it was the only new successful and suitable Broadway 
musical which could be obtained, and so had to be booked in 
the closing two-week spot. 

In any case, the opera continued to hold its audience and 
even gained some converts. A yearly downward trend from the 
898,000 in 1949 to 627,888 in 1956 was finally reversed in 1957, when 
attendance went up 10,000, and in 1958 when it went up 17,000 
more to 654,000. Last year it was 648,295. 


Production costs, Kelley said, were higher this season because 
of increased salaries, more overtime made necessary by the fact 
that “‘Meet Me in St. Louis” was being given its world premiere, 
and the determination to have more sumptuous sets. The produc- 
ton of “Redhead,” Kelley said, is bigger than the original, and 
al] but three of the New York principals were engaged. 


Critically, the season seems to have been average, 
although I didn’t see three of the shows. “Meet Me In St. 
Louis” was given a sumptuous production and had a heart- 
warming story, although the score was weak. “Kismet” 
had a glittering production, and so did ‘“Madam Butterfly,” 
both vocally and scenically. “Anything Goes” was quite 
funny and the Porter songs held up. 


“THE DESERT SONG” was given a rousing, vocally strong 
production. ‘Tom Sawyer,” being given for the first time here, 
was a critical dud. ‘‘Rosalie” was a fizzle. ‘The Student Prince” 
was fine, except for the tenor lead. ‘“‘The Red Mill” and “Knights 
of Song” seem to have been so-so. ‘‘Redhead” was well received. 

Prospects are, Kelley said, that more new Broadway shows 
will be obtained for next season.

HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 3 
~ ESTHER WILLIAMS should be happy. Her recent tele- 
vislox s»ectacular had the highest rating of any summer show 
and she has been offered another show at double the original 
budget. But, when I saw her the other day she was unhappy. 

‘I had such misery while 
doing the television show 
that I don’t think I want 
to go through it again,” 
she said. ‘‘Despite the rat- 
ing, it could have been 
much better—but there's 
no way to put captions 
underneath each scene and 
say, ‘Esther Williams 
didn’t want it this way, 
but the no-talent people 
from the agencies and the 
less-talent executives as- 
signed me by the network 
insisted it be this way.’” 

You're getting in pretty 
deep water, I warned. 

“It’s all right now,” said 
Esther. “Before the show 
the network people called 
and said they hoped I 
didn’t plan to talk to the 

ESTHER WILLIAMS press about the fiasco 
while filming it. Now it's over, I can speak out, because they 
don’t care what I say as long as they had a good rating. The 
unpleasant details are immaterial. 

_“But the fact is, I just pulled the show out of the fire 
because I literally fought the whole way. I learned some- 
thing, however. A woman in business, show business or any 
other, is tolerated by men on the assumption that because 
she’s a woman she won't fight for principle. 


“MEN LIKE TO THINK they're the only ones who fight 
for principle and they figure a woman will back down if they 
come up with enough complicated technical jargon. I kept 
fighting them until a beautiful thing happened—the man at 
the network with the power to say ‘yes’ and ‘no’ heard and 
finally gave me permission to fix the show. By then it was 
almost too late. 

“The thing is, I don’t want to be a tycoon or a terror, 
fighting for what I think is good. I would like to find a man I 
can lean on who knows his job. I don’t think that’s possible 
in the world of mediocrity known as the television industry. 

“There’s a lot about television that’s pretty awful, 
starting with the strange kind of loyalty the top people have 
for each other. It ends up with everyone protecting everyone 
else—a big kind of hush-hush to keep failures or talentless 
people from being discovered. 


_“TT’S KIND OF a closed circle. When you hire a producer- 
director, for example, you just don’t get one man, you get 
five or 10 others who go along with him—his whole crew. 

“The fact that we have the top rating means only one 
thing. The public wanted to see Esther Williams in a swim 
spectacular on television, But if we got a top rating with 
mediocrity, why couldn't we at least have given the public 
something better? The reason is that if the networks have 
any people of creative talent, they’re hiding them. The truth 
is, “they seem to want ratings more than quality.”

Improving Shoulders 


“DEAR DR. MOLNER: I am a teen-ager with a problem. 
I am underweight and my shoulders are extremely bony. 
Is there any exercise to improve this?—R.P.” 

Yes, most likely you can improve this situation. But 
first take a look at other 
members of your family. 
If they are all lean, with 
bones showing prominent- 
ly, don’t expect to convert 
yourself into a roly-poly 
bundle of curves. Ances- 
try counts. 

On the other hand, there 
are at least three things 
that will help, even if you 
come from lean stock. 

First, the “‘leanies’’ who 
ee get in the habit of eating 

high calorie foods (malted 
DR. JOSEPH MOLNER milk, extra butter and 
cream, slightly larger meals) will fatten up a bit, and make 
the shoulder bones less prominent. 

Second, exercise of. almost any kind will improve your 
muscle tone, and the improved muscle structure also will 
tend to give you smoother curves instead of that. bony 
look you dislike. Push-ups and other exercises which put 
the chest. muscles to work will help. 

Besides, exercise—whether it’s push-ups, tennis or what- 
ever—will tend to perk up the appetite, too. Many boys 
and men, in Army training, learned this, and it applies to 
girls, too: plenty of vigorous exercise and healthful eating 
and sleeping habits will take fat off the heavy ones, and 
put it on the lean ones. | 

Third, teen-agers who are on the thin side almost always 
find that the next few years automatically bring a filling out. 
Many girls who thought they were “too thin’ in high school 
have turned into beauties by the time they became 18 or 20. 
And they stayed slim and pretty while some of the others 
had to struggle with reducing diets! 
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There’s one more important word of advice I 
want to give you, and I truly hope you will keep it 
in mind. There is one thing that will make your 
shoulders lovely even if they ALWAYS stay “‘too 
bony.” That’s gracefulness. ‘-

» HOW DO YOU get that way? You'll find that néarly 
all of them are, and have been, physically active. (Modeling 
is: hard work.)

But they don’t slouch, they don’t let their shoulders 
slump. They stand up proudly. You can.do that, too— 
but you can’t do it if you let your mind focus on the fact 
that your shoulders are bony. If you just accept the 
that you are slim, and that being slim is nothing 
ashamed of, and if you'll get plenty of exercise, 
that what you now think is a handicap may turn out to be 
quite the opposite.

A JACKET, a vestee, or some

High in the popularity rating 
are the styles that have the cos- 
tume look, regardless of how 
this may be attained.

Next in demand—and a hint as 
to how the fashion trends are 
moving—is the late-day dress 
with the wider skirt. While the 
sheath continues to be the big- 
gest seller among the basic day- 
time types, the fuller skirts are 
increasing in popularity for late 
day as well as being in the top- 
rating group for campus wear.

geod St. Louis are being transformed into sound stages for the 
filming of a major Hollywood movie based on the work of the Rev.

FO more than 25 years, Father Clark has made the under- 
world his mission, the prisons his parish, the downcast 
ond outcast his parishioners. Drawing upon this experience, 
he has worked closely with script writer Joseph Landon to 
insure authenticity and realism in the screenplay. 

The usual Hollywood formula, Father Clark declares, is 
to depict the criminal as a high-living glamour boy who has 
a big house, drives a plush car, eats in expensive restaurants 
and cavorts with beautiful women. “After all of the glamour, 
the criminal usually is sent to prison or killed to prove that 
crime doesn't pay,” he explains. This film will portray the

KY DIVING, a type of parachute-jumping-for-fun 
popular in Europe since the end of World War 

Il, has rapidly gained favor as a recreational sport 
in this country in the last four years. Sky diving 
differs from military and emergency parachuting 
in several major aspects: The parachute has a 28- 
inch canopy equipped with steering panels, ma- 
nipulated during descent by special lines to spill air 
out of the canopy and cause the chute to move 
horizontally. This assists in landing on a pre 
determined target, an important phase of sky diving. 

Sky divers do body banks and turns during the 
free fall, or before opening the chute. The sky diver 
can pack his sky-diving chute, but he also must be 
equipped with a standard emergency chute packed 
by a certified rigger. 

Two ardent St. Louis sky divers are John Hoy- 
nacki and his wife, Jan, who belong to a Kansas 
City group called the Kaymo Sports Jumpers. The 
Hoynackis currently are living at Branson, Mo., 
where they are teaching sky diving and skin diving, 
at which they also are proficient. 

Among organized sky-diving groups in Mis 
souri is the Greater St. Louis Parachute Club, which 
does its jumping from the air on Saturdays and Sun- 
days at the Lobmaster Airport near Gumbo.

“If we don't keep him well fed, 
he eats my shrubs and flowers,”

CH CHUTNEY, an adaptable condiment that blends 
well with many foods, consists of peaches, apples, 
onion, sweet red peppers, raisins, currants and spices—all 
cooked in a syrup made of sugar and white vinegar. Mrs. 
Ann Van Ronzalen of Fenton makes this chutney in quantity 
for holiday gifts. 
Following an exact schedule, Mrs. Van Ronzalen starts 
the chutney by boiling vinegar and sugar together for 15 
minutes to make a syrup. Meanwhile, peaches and apples 
are peeled and chopped, then are added to the syrup and 
cooked 10 minutes. Onion is grated and peppers, with 
seeds removed, are chopped; these are added to peach- 
apple mixture, cooking 35 minutes more and stirring often 
to prevent sticking. Next are added the raisins and cur- 
rants, and cooking is continued 10 more minutes. Spices 
go in last with only five minutes cooking to complete the 
chutney. It is ladled into sterilized jars and sealed im- 
mediately while hot. These amounts yield eight pints.

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She knows the ABCs of diving on 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. 

RIPPING TIGHTLY the diving horse in the photo 

at left is 20-year-old Ann Eastham. For the 

nerveless Ann, it’s just another ride and another dollar 
—to help her work her way through school. 

Ann has been a student at Florida State University, 
majoring in speech. This fall she plans to enroll in a 
west coast dramatic school. A talented swimmer and 
gymnast (from Star City, Ark. ), Ann has been paying 
her college tuition with a scholarship and summer jobs. 

Last year she heard about a summer job here—div- 
ing on horseback from a 40-foot platform into a tank 
of water. Ann is also a trick rider, but this was a trick 
she had never tried before. Nevertheless she climbed 
boldly to the top of the platform, mounted a horse, 
jumped—and got the job. 

It pays $150 a week. For this the petite 5'2”, 105- 
pound Ann performs the high dive five times a day, 
seven days a week. “There are only two dangers,” she 
says with a soft southern accent. “One, that the horse 
will turn in mid-air; if it does, I'll hit the water first— 
with 1,500 pounds of horse on top of me. The second 
danger is that the horse might panic under water, 
kicking me. But of course if either of these things 
happens,” she adds with a smile, “I won't have to 
worry any more about the high cost of education.” @

ORE THAN 90 per cent of today’s shoplifters are 
women. 
, This year an estimated million of them will “lift” 
some $75 million worth of merchandise from the na- 
tion’s department stores. These thefts will average 


$24.50 each. Approximately 25 per cent of all retail 
inventory shortages are attributed to shoplifters. 
Why is it nearly always a woman who commits the 


sleight-of-hand shoplift? 

The answer is easy: Women do more than 90 per 
cent of the shopping in North America. 

What drives them to shoplifting? Are they emo- 
tionally less stable than men? Are they basically less 
honest? Are women less able to resist temptation? 


Are they more materialistic than men? Do they con- 
stitute a sex of neurotic and compulsive cravers? 
The answers to these questions are complex and, in 


some cases, surprising. 
For example, did you know that most professional 
female shoplifters are narcotics addicts? 
Sgt. Gladys Young of the Los Angeles Police De- 
partment, a tall, attractive brunette who's worked the 
# “shoplifting detail” for 15 years, told me: “Shoplift- 


ing is the major means by which the narcotics addict 
finances her habit. Usually the women on ‘junk’ can’t 
handle a gun, and prostitution is morally repulsive to 
them, so they turn to shoplifting. 

“Here in Los Angeles we have addicts who steal 
from department stores six days a week. On Sundays 

by LLOYD SHEARER when the stores are closed, many of them shoplift the 
supermarkets. They dispose of their loot for one-fifth, 
one-seventh, one-tenth of its value to a ‘fence.’ Natu- 
rally he gives them as little for it as he can. But what 
can they do? They're hooked and will make practi- 
cally any deal for a deck of drugs.” 

A store protection chief in Chicago confirmed this 
with a typical case involving Helen B., a woman of 24 
who had migrated to the Midwest from Alabama and 
had fallen in love with a so-called “sports promoter.” 
He put her on dope and subsequently abandoned her. 


Lunchtime Thief 


“When we caught her,” the chief pointed out, “this 
young woman had a secretarial job paying $70 a week. 
She was spending $60 a week for drugs. She used to 
shoplift during hunch hours and turn over her haul 
directly to the cocaine ‘pusher’ who supplied her. 

“This is pretty unusual since most ‘pushers’ will 
take only cash. One of our women staffers—we use 
both men and women as lookouts—spotted her be 
cause she had her handkerchief up to her nose the 
moment she entered the store.” a 

Security operatives from the various protective as- 
sociations who patrol the department stores know 
that dope addicts in need of a “fix” frequently suffer 
from runny noses, red nostrils, bloodshot eyes. Such 
women are also tense, nervous, walk quickly and 
stiffly, use their handkerchiefs to dab their noses, hide 
some outstanding, easily identifiable feature. On the 
alert for such shoplifters, the protection people main- 
tain a close vigilance of women with runny noses. 

Dope addicts who shoplift work quickly. They stride 
into a store, take a camera from a counter, lift a coat 
from a rack, hurry off without looking back. The ama- 
teur shoplifter almost always looks back. 

One of the most talented “pros” in the U.S. is a man, 
Fred “Wingy” Carney, a one-armed shoplifter who 
also is an addict. Carney marches into a department 
store, steals a zipper bag from the luggage section,

rapidly fills it with pocket radios and small hand ap- 
pliances. He then zips up his bag and leaves the store. 
He operates during rush periods and, according to 
police, “shoplifts more with one arm than most shop- 
lifters do with two.” 


“Just This Once” 


What of the woman who is neither an addict nor a 
professional shoplifter—but merely a housewife who 
succumbs to temptation? Protection men claim un- 
equivocally that the greatest loss due to shoplifting 
comes not from the “pro” but from these housewives. 

Why do they steal? 

Listen to Don Wickland, manager of the Stores 
Protective Association of Los Angeles: “The cost of 
living has risen sharply in the past 10 years, especially 
for white-collar workers whose salaries aren’t covered 
by cost-of-living labor contracts. Some housewives just 
can’t balance their budgets. They see something they 
want in a store. They can’t afford it, so they steal it. 
They drop it into a handbag or a shopping bag or a 
coat pocket or a bra. ‘Just this once,’ they say to them- 
selves. ‘Just this once, and I'll never do it again.’ 

“But once they get away with a shoplift, they're 
tempted to do it again, especially when they face the 
same pressures. The second time they may get caught. 
And then they have to face the music. If prosecuted, 
they ruin their husbands’ good names, their own repu- 
tations, their children’s standing in the community. 
What for? Usually for some small item worth less 
than $25.” 

Wickland points out that shoplifting rises when 
business recedes. 

“Let a defense plant cut back on its personnel or 
abolish overtime,” he declares, “and, sure enough, 
this will be followed by a rash of shoplifting. What 
happens is this: The housewife has got used to a 
certain standard of living. Her family has become ac- 
customed to eating steak. Rather than reduce her food 
budget and her clothes budget, she decides to get her 
clothes for free. 


and protection expert Don Wickland. Box looks like 
wrapped packages but has a trapdoor for stolen articles. 


“In other cases,” he continues, “a woman falls in 
with a social group she can't keep up with economi- 
cally. Rather than get out, she resorts to shoplifting 
just to keep up with the Joneses. I can't tell you how 
many of these women have cried all over my desk, 
begging and pleading for ‘just one more chance.” 

Some psychiatrists hold that the typical amateur 
shoplifter is a self-pitying, resentful, middle-aged 
woman with an abnormally-high hostility quotient. 
She is angry at her husband and the world, or dis- 
appointed with life, and gives vent to her hostility by 
“hurting” the department store. 

Many stores are chary of prosecuting so-called first- 
time respectable amateurs. When these culprits are 
turned over to the police, however, say in Los Angeles, 
Sgt. Gladys Young usually interrogates them. 

“I always ask these women one question,” she re- 
ports. “Why did you do it?” 

The three most common answers are: 1) “I wanted 
it and I couldn't afford it,” 2) “I just don’t know what 
made me do it,” 3) “I took it for the thrill. I really 
don't need it.” 


Disturbed Women 


Usually, the thrill-seekers are wealthy women or 
imaginative high school or college coeds. The late 
Herbert Warner, who for many years was chief of the 
protection service at Carson Pirie Scott, Chicago, 
once explained to me that many women use shoplift- 
ing as “an exhaust valve through which they can re- 
lease inhibitions and frustrations and long-simmering 
hatreds, merely by rebelling against law and order.” 

Mrs. W. of Beverly Hills is a case in point. She 
had a successful husband, two lovely children, three 
in help. She belonged to most of the town’s charitable 
organizations, was regarded as a pride and pillar of 
the community. 

One afternoon she brazenly lifted eight small arti- 
cles from the cosmetics section of a Wilshire Boule- 
vard department store. When caught, she was asked 
by a store executive who knew her well, “What came 


over you? What made you do it?” The woman smiled, 
openly confessed: “I did it for kicks.” 

Sergeant Young reports that one youthful shoplifter 
told her: “Something comes over me in March and 
April of every year—a weird sort of spell that makes 
me shoplift.” 

Most shoplifting takes place during the Christmas, 
Easter and back-to-school seasons. At Christmas-time, 
ordinary shoppers, who otherwise would never dare 
steal a 10-cent candy bar, suddenly become imbued 
with the spirit of taking in order to be giving. 


Big-Hearted Grandma 


“The grandmother thinks of her little grandson,” 
says Don Wickland, “and remembers that he wanted 
a particular toy. She can't afford it, so she steals it. 
Other women in the 50-to-60 age group with time on 
their hands and not much money wander around the 
stores. They don’t take big expensive things, just little 
items for their children or grandchildren. Most of the 
time they're just trying to buy somebody’s affection. 
It’s sad, because being arrested for larceny is a dis- 
agreeable experience for any woman. She’s arraigned 
and fingerprinted. Her family is notified. Her name is 
printed in the newspapers. She’s fined, and even if 
she’s given a suspended sentence she’s got a record 
hanging over her for the rest of her life.” 

Apparently the worst that can befall the amateur 
woman shoplifter is initial success. She begins by 
submitting to temptation. She shoplifts without get- 
ting caught. Growing ambition takes over. Presently 
she graduates into the ranks of the “professionals,” 
starts to equip herself with such “tools” as the hol- 
lowed-out book, used for stealing jewelry, the out- 
sized bloomers worn under a zippered dress and the 
ingenious “booster box,” which resembles two newly- 
bought packages. 

When such professionals are caught, the depart- 
ment store throws the book at them, pressing larceny 
charges and demanding the full penalty of the law. 

Women shoplifters are notoriously ingenious. One 
recently walked into a Hollywood department store 
bundled in a mink coat and nothing else. She took 
an expensive suit from a rack, edged into a dressing 
room, got into the suit. 

A woman operator who had watched her notified ~ 
the store detective. When he halted her as she was 
about to leave the store, she grew furious. “Are you 
accusing me,” she demanded, “of walking into this 
store stark naked?” The detective from the protection 
service agreed the:shopper had worn her fur coat upon 
entering. “I'm afraid, however,” he insisted, “that the 
suit you're wearing is still ours unless you can show 
me a receipt for it.” 

The young woman threatened to sue but eventually 
returned to the dressing room, removed the stolen 
suit, stalked out of the store in her fur coat, outwardly 
fuming and threatening but actually lucky not to have 
been arrested for shoplifting. 

How many shoplifters suffer from true kleptomania, 
a compulsive mental urge that drives a person to steal 
merchandise he doesn’t need and never uses? Police 
authorities say genuine kleptomaniacs are rare, al- 
though they do exist. 

“The term kleptomaniac,” one police officer told 
me, “is usually applied to wealthy, thrill-seeking 
shoplifters who can afford top-flight lawyers. The poor 
woman who steals from a store—she’s almost never a 
klepto. She’s usually just a shoplifter.” *

A 
growing number of otherwise sane men are scouring 
hangars, barns and farms for pre-World War II crates 
that can be made to fly again. Planes that recently sold 
as junk now bring more than when they were new. A 
Great Lakes biplane, for instance, cost $3,800 in 
1930. Today it sells for $5,000 to $6,000. 

Some turn up in strange places. A collector recently 
salvaged a Curtiss Wright pusher from the bottom of 
a Minnesota lake, where it had rested for 35 years. 
With a little work he expects to have it flying again. 

Another found a Pietenpol monoplane in a farmer's 
bedroom, where it had been built in 1930. The farmer 
never had added wings, but he sometimes revved the 
engine; the prop cleared the walls by two inches, with 
the tail protruding into the hall. The collector bought 
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it for $600, squeezed it through a door to the roof, 
and lowered it on boards to the ground. 

Collectors divide old planes into four categories: 
Pioneer (1903-14), World War 1 (1914-20), An- 
tique (1920-34) and Classic (1934-41). Most valu- 
able are Pioneer planes, but most popular are Antique. 
Those built after 1927 were subjected to federal 
standards and still can be licensed for use. 

Says Bob Taylor, founder of AAA and manager of 
the Oskaloosa Airport, “Flying these old goats is really 
flying. If our planes are slow, they're also safe. Not one 
member of our association ever has been hurt or killed 
in an antique plane.” 

Taylor founded the AAA in 1953, on the 50th an- 
niversary of flying, by circularizing several hundred 
airports for members. Twelve persons sent in $1 dues. 
Within a year membership had grown to 400. Today 
AAA has members in all 50 states, Europe, Canada, 
South America and even Morocco and Thailand. 

Like Taylor, who says, “I've never been interested 
in anything but airplanes,” most collectors are single- 
minded about their hobby. One of them recently built 
a house with a two-car garage. He keeps two broken- 
down planes in the garage, and another in the driveway. 
His new auto is parked in the street. 2

Indiana's unique ‘Adopt-A-Patient’ plan uses 


A FAMILY’S LOVE 


by SID ROSS & OLGA CURTIS 


INDIANAPOLIS. 
ROUGHOUT THE CENTURIES, men have 
tried almost every possible weapon 
against the dark disease of mental break- 
down: from drugs to dancing, analysis to 
arts and crafts. Now medical authorities 
are trying what may be the most potent 
weapon of all: family love. 

The plump, motherly woman you see 
smiling on these pages is proof of what the 
simple warmth of being loved can do. 

A year ago, 57-year-old Sarah Tilbert 
(to give her an assumed name) was con- 
sidered a “hopeless” patient at Central 
State Hospital here. She broke windows, 
fought attendants, punched fellow patients 
—and had not spoken a single word since 
being committed 30 years ago. 

Today Sarah smiles at patients, at- 
tendants, staff doctors. She takes pride in 
her appearance. And — miraculously —she 


speaks. The words she says most enthu- 
siastically are: “My friends.” 

Who are Sarah’s friends? They are red- 
haired Mrs. Edna Cocomise, 48; her hus- 
band John, 47, and their pretty 12-year- 
old daughter Mary Catherine. 

In February 1959 the Cocomise family 
joined the most progressive mental health 
aid plan in the U.S.: Indiana’s “Adopt-A- 
Patient” program. They adopted Sarah 
Tilbert. 

This unusual plan for helping the men- 
tally ill by giving them a “family” began in 
1952 in Terre Haute. The Vigo County 
Association for Mental Health discovered 
that one-third of the mental patients in 
the county had neither friends nor rela- 
tives to visit them, write letters or send 
gifts. The County Association promptly 
got to work arranging for volunteers to 
send these forgotten patients tokens of 
friendship from the outside world. 

The idea caught fire—and soon the 


Indiana Association for Mental Health in 
augurated a full-fledged “Adopt-A-Patient” 
program. In cooperation with the state 
mental health authorities, the program was 
put on a state-wide basis and “adopters” 
and patients began to make personal— 
rather than post-office—contact. 

The Cocomise family is only one of 
1,164 “adopters” in Indiana. And they 
took to Sarah Tilbert almost at first sight. 

“My daughter named her “The Lady’ 
when she heard about her,” says Mrs. 
Cocomise, who agreed to adopt a patient 
the moment the idea was suggested. Mrs. 
Cocomise selected Sarah Tilbert because 
she felt no one else would want a middle- 
aged patient classified as a deaf mute. 


Family Reaction 


When Mrs. Cocomise told her family 
of the plan, her husband, a supermarket 
manager, immediately gave his approval. 
Young Mary Catherine was frankly curi- 
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ous; she had never seen a mental patient. 

Mrs. Cocomise first met Sarah Tilbert 
at the hospital. She had received an in- 
formation form about Sarah: her needs, 
her likes, her dress size, her condition. She 
had also been told what the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of an adopter were; that the 
“adoption” carried no legal connotation, 
only a moral obligation. 

“I was a little nervous when I entered 
the ward,” Mrs. Cocomise recalls. “I had 
written her a note saying I would come. 
And I prayed she would accept me.” 


A Friend Calis 


Sarah was sitting on her bed, sewing. 
Mrs. Cocomise handed her this note: 

“I am Mrs. John Cocomise, the lady 
who wrote to you, and I want to be your 
friend.” 

As Sarah painstakingly read the words, 
Mrs. Cocomise waited breathlessly. What 
would be the reaction of this woman who 
had been committed to the hospital in 
1929 at the age of 26? How would she 
treat her first visitor in 10 years? 

Sarah Tilbert looked up from the note. 
And slowly, shyly, she smiled. 

The ice was brokefim»and so was Sarah 
Tilbert’s long belligerence. The next time 
Mrs. Cocomise visited her, with Mary 
Catherine, The Lady grinned and patted 
their shoulders with pleasure. From that 
point on, the friendship flowered. 

In May 1959, the Cocomises brought 
Sarah to their white frame house in In- 
dianapolis for a Sunday visit, the first time 
she could remember having left the hos- 
pital grounds since her commitment. 

Sarah loved it. She found furniture 
fascinating, the dishes beautiful. She be- 
haved perfectly, and has ever since. 

Sarah’s visits continued weekly, and by 
last November she had a special place in 
the Cocomise household, like a maiden 
aunt who comes to stay regularly. She 
went shopping with Mrs. Cocomise, 
helped with meals, did a little mending. 

On Thanksgiving Day, the healing 
power of love was demonstrated: Sarah 
spoke her first word in 30 years. 

The Cocomises had for’some time felt

that Sarah was not a real mute, that she 
could talk if she wished. Mrs. Cocomise 
asked her to try. “Watch my lips,” Mrs. 
Cocomise wrote. She printed the word 
“Mary” and pointing to her own lips, 
slowly enunciated the name. 

Sarah watched her steadily, and sud- 
denly said, very plainly: “Mary.” 

“We just about fainted,” Mrs. Cocomise 
says. “I felt like a miracle had happened.” 

By the end of her Thanksgiving visit, 
Sarah could say three words—the names 
of the people she loved best. 

“Mary... Edna... John,” she repeat- 
ed, laughing with delight. 

At present, Sarah is working with a 
speech therapist. Her improvement has 
been so marked that the Cocomises hope 
The Lady someday will be well enough to 
leave. the hospital permanently. If she 
does, she will always have friends. 

“If we had enough room,” says Mrs. 
Cocomise, “and the time would ever come 
where the hospital would ask if I'd keep 
Sarah—I'd gladly do it without any fear 
or worry. Just to see her blossom out is 
worth millions, and has given us a real 
feeling of happiness.”

BARBECUE FEAST 


Fresh Fruit 
Iced Coffee or Tea 


Snappy Spareribs 


4 Ibs. spareribs 
4 cup chopped onion 
1 large garlic clove, minced 
2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
4 cup ketchup 
1 can (10% oz.) condensed beef broth 
1 tablespoon Worcestershire 
1 tablespoon brown sugar 
1 teaspoon dry mustard 


Have spareribs cut into serving-size pieces at 
meat market; place in large pot of boiling 
water. Cover; simmer | hour. Drain. Mean- 
while, prepare sauce; cook onion and garlic 
in butter until onion is tender. Stir in remain- 


_ing ingredients. Cook over low heat about 15 


minutes or until sauce is slightly thickened, 
stirring now and then. Place spareribs on 
barbecue grill about 4” above hot coals; brush 
with sauce. Cook about 30 minutes or until 
meat pulls away from bones, basting and 
turning every 5 minutes. Serves four to six. 


Foiled Sautéed Bananas 


4 firm, green-tipped bananas 
12 cup lemon juice 
14 cup melted butter or margarine 
14 cup packaged flavored bread crumb mix 


Dip bananas in lemon juice; roll in melted 
butter, then in flavored bread crumbs. Wrap 
in heavy foil; grill 10 minutes over hot coals. 
Makes four servings. 


Com Chunks 


Select tender, young ears of corn. Break each 
ear into 3 to 4 chunks. Roll in melted butter 
or margarine; sprinkle with salt and coarse 
black pepper. Wrap individual portions se- 
curely in double thickness of heavy alumi- 
num foil. Grill directly on hot coals 10 to 12 
minutes, turning once. Keep hot on grill. 
Use metal meat skewers for holders. 
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YRACUSE AND MISSISSIPPI! will tower helmet and 
Ss shoulder pads above 1960's college football 
teams. But not far below will be Illinois, Washington, 
Texas, Clemson, Penn State, Iowa, Southern Cali- 
fornia, Notre Dame, Pittsburgh, North Carolina, 
Auburn, Arkansas and the Air Force. 

That’s the judgment of football experts across the 
nation—sports editors and writers on Sunday news- 
papers that distribute PARADE. Polled for PARADE’s 
sixth annual forecast, the experts also predict this 
will be the 1960 All-America backfield: 

Jake Gisss, Mississippi: Last year he aimed at 
94 receivers and got through to 46 of them, picking up 
close to 20 yards a pass. 

Ronnie Butt, Baylor: A heavyweight-sized half- 
back, Ronnie earned his keep last fall with five yards 
a carry—and he was only a sophomore. 

Ernie Davis, Syracuse: Also a soph halfback in 
59, he paced the boys from Syracuse to the national 
championship, gaining seven big yards a try. 

Birt Brown, Illinois: An old-fashioned bone- 
rattling kind of fullback, Bill plunged through enemy 
lines last fall for six touchdowns. 

Among the linemen, the forecasters singled these 
out: guards Mike McKeever of USC and Larry Vignali 
of Pittsburgh; tackle Bob (Tiger) Lilly of TCU, a 
6’4”, 245-pound ball-carrier’s nightmare. 

Here’s how the experts view the teams: 


THE EAST 


Syracuse seems to have a carbon copy of its 1959 
unbeaten crew. Though five starters are gone, other 
good men and true—waiting in the wings last fall— 
will join halfback Davis, quarterback Dave Sarette, 
fullback Art Baker and a business-like line. Penn State 
is hoping Galen Hall can replace Richie Lucas at 
quarterback. Pittsburgh hopes anybody can be its long- 
sought quarterback. Both teams—if their hopes are 
realized—should be among the nation’s best. 

Army and Navy, decimated by Commencement 
Day, will be rebuilding. Boston College, a question 
mark, will find a few answers in its first two games — 
against Navy and Army. Colgate, Boston U. and Holy 
Cross look ahead, at best, to so-so seasons. 

In the Ivy League most forecasters pick Harvard, 
with quarterback Charlie Ravenel pulling the trigger, 
to dethrone Pennsylvania.

THE SOUTH 


Mississippi's Johnny Vaught is lamenting the loss 
of 14 lettermen. But 22 came marching back, includ- 
ing quarterback Gibbs and halfback Bob Crespino. 
Ole Miss seems a shoo-in as Southeastern Conference 
champion. Georgia, the defending champion, has a 
fine backfield, masterminded by quarterback Francis 
Tarkenton, but there are yawning voids in the line. 
Auburn boasts a titanic line and Bobby Hunt at quar- 
terback; the Tigers could be spoilers. Outsiders Georgia 
Tech and Alabama will be leaning on untried youth. 

In the Atlantic Coast Conference, kingwheel Clem- 
son should make it three straight, mushing forward 
behind a mountainous forward wall. But lurking in 
ambush are North Carolina and Wake Forest. North 
Carolina has Rip Hawkins at center; Wake Forest is a 
menace whenever passer Norm Snead lifts his arm. 

The Southern Conference will salute Virginia Mili- 
tary Institute as-champ again—provided the soldiers 
can slip by Virginia Tech (VPI). West Virginia— 
once a national giant— is rebuilding. 


Miami is tops among the independents, but faces a 
fierce schedule that includes Pitt and Notre Dame. 


MIDDLE WEST 


Illinois, considered the best in the Big Ten at sea- 
son's end last year, rules as slight favorite. New coach 
Pete Elliott has almost every man-jack of the '59 team 
on hand, including fullback Brown. As usual, though, 
the Big Ten race will be lively. Ohio State has a tough 
fullback in Robert Ferguson, but the line may be 
light. Michigan is loaded with seasoned juniors. 
Northwestern will go as quarterback Dick Thornton 
goes. Michigan State needs to replace passer Dean 
Look. lowa, hurt last year by ineligibilities, is a po- 
tential powerhouse. Coach Forest Evashevski has fash- 
ioned a brick of a line, plus a glittering backfield of 
go-go boys.

Jim Owens has 23 lettermen trotting 
back from last season’s 10-and-1 team, including quar- 
terback Bob Schloredt and scatback George Fleming. 
Southern California stars the bruising McKeever 
twins, plus six other starters from the 1959 squad that 
beat Washington. UCLA lost six starters but there are 
oodles of eager young men ready to take their places. 
Probable winner: Washington, followed by USC and 
UCLA, with California and Stanford trailing. 

Among the independents, Oregon has holes to fill 
but could improve on last year’s 8-2 record if quarter- 
back Dave Grosz gets help. Washington State, Oregon 
State and Idaho will build character. :

Some of it is heritage, for my great-great- 
grandfather, Donald McKay of Boston, 
built such famous nineteenth century clip- 
per ships as the Flying Cloud and Sov- 
ereign of the Seas. But most of it is en- 
vironment. 

AS A BOY | learned to sail on the Long 
Island Sound and will never forget the 
time | managed a trip alone in an open 
boat from Connecticut to Maine. Many 
times I've hired on to crew charter trips 
out of Newport Harbor, Calif., aboard the 
96-foot schooner, Marapache, a pleasant 
way to earn money. 

But now I'm on 4 new sailing kick, Malibu 
outriggers, named for the Hollywood Beach 
playground where they currently are so 
popular.

We were at sea about 20 hours and kept 
our feet warm and dry by wrapping them 
in plastic bags. | don't care how cold it 
gets so long as my feet are dry. 

For this coming season's “Adventures in 
Paradise" we are doing more filming at sea 
on the Tiki than we did last season. This 
is fine by me. 

The Tiki, a fine schooner with a ro- 
mantic history, was designed by John G. 
Alden, the famous yacht designer, and was 
launched as the Pilgrim at Booth Harbor 
Bay, Maine, in 1932. Her first owner was 
Donald C. Starr, a Boston lawyer. Other 
later owners were the late actor Lewis 
Stone and radio's “Seth Parker,” Phillips 
Lord.

Writing Talent Today Hidden, 
Says Producer of "Workshop'

Executive producer, 
“CBS Television Workshop 
NEW, YORK, Sept. 5 (uPt) 
T FIRST GLANCE, this generation of 
writers gives the impression of being 
the dullest in 50 years. It seems rich, smug 
and apathetic—a generation without wants 
or purpose, in contrast to the working 
writers of previous decades. 

Look back to the 1920s, when young 
writers were fired with the excitement and 
thirst for change. They experimented with 
new literary forms and techniques, as well 
as with new patterns of -social behavior. 

Then came the 1930s—the depression 
years — when young writers found a new 
purpose—protest—and the drama of social 
significance. 

The writers of the 1940s found their 
theme in the great emotional catalyst of 
World War Il and its aftermath. And, 
finally, in the early 1950s the writers turned 
inward to Freud to probe the depths of 
personal emotions. The theme became the 
inability to love and communicate, with its 
resultant “kitchen drama" which now has 
played out ad nauseum. 


TODAY, THE WRITERS don't seem to 
know where to turn, and in their confusion 
they appear to have adopted a conform- 
ing s@fe attitude that quarantees a pros- 
perous income and stultifies rebellion, which 
is the core of creativity. 

Yet, perhaps the fault does not lie en- 
tirely with the writers. Perhaps some of the 
blame must be shared by their markets— 
the various media, including television, that 
normally sought the work of yome writers 
but doesn't any more. 

Our experiences last season with “CBS 
Television Workshop" indicate that this 
might be the case. The “Workshop” was 
launched in January with the aim of pre- 
senting new writers and new directors to 
the American television audience. We were 
looking for the experimental, the unusual. 
| fully expected to be deluged with man- 
uscripts. The deluge never came.

A review of the |7 productions we pre- 
sented shows that there are original, tal- 
ented new writers at work in America, no 
matter how hidden they might seem to be. 

THE FIRST PRODUCTION, for instance, 
was "The Brick and the Rose," a surrealistic 
production that ignored the unities of time 
and space. It was written by Lewis John 
Carlino, a young playwright who had never 
before written # television. 

Other outstanding plays by newcomers in- 
cluded “The Walls Between," about inter- 
faith marriages; “Anniversary Dinner,” a 
political satire on the Washington scene; 
and “Brown Girl, Brownstones,” by Negro 
author Paule Marshall. 

Looking beckwards, we see hopeful signs 
to indicate that the present generation of 
writers might not be the dullest, after all. 
We hope in the coming season to give 
them added chances to prove they're not.

“Swing Your 
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English 
Western?

HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 3 (UPI) 
LAN MOWBRAY, who has played in- 
numerable English snobs, hankers to 
star in his own Western series, but is des- 
tined to portray another foppish Britisher 
in a new TV show. 

Co-starring with Howard Duff in “Dante's 
Inferno,” Mowbray finds himself in the 
middle of an adventure-detective series. 

“Hardly the place for an Englishmen," 
the rotund actor huffed. 

“But in this day of horse operas, situation 
comedy and private eyes, it is difficult for 
British performers to find work. However, 
if American script writers would stick to 
history, we'd all be busy working in West- 


erns. 

"The Wild West was full of Englishmen. 
1 wouldn't be surprised if that were the 
reason for calling the West wild.” 

With an eye to glorifying Brittannia, and 
his own bank account, Mowbray has written 
a series titled "The Sheriff From Picadilly.” 
As the hero Mowbray leaves something to 


be desired. 
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“Now, now, I'm not trying to be funny,” 
he said. "| would play an English remit- 
tance man—that's a bum whose family 
pays him large sums of money to stay out 
of England. In this case he decides to be- 
come a sheriff. It's really very good.” 

Viewers will remember Mowbray as the 
star of the “Colonel Humphrey Flack" 
series. But he is even better known for his 
movies, all 299 of them. 

A member of Hollywood's British colony 
for 25 years, his first role was that of 
6 Washington in “Alexander Ham- 
ilton.” 

"They described my performance as Eng- 
land's revenge for the Boston Tea Party,” 
he said. “And I've been identified as a 
cross between Noel Coward and Peck's 
bad boy.” 

In his new NBC-TV show (starting on 
KSD-TV Sept. 26) Mowbray will play a 
millionaire who has lost all his money 
gambling and is forced to take a job as 
maitre d' in “Dante's Inferno” restaurant, 
where he continues to gamble his money 
away. 
"The role will be a lot of fun to play,” 
he said.
